SENATE OLIGARCHY | 
DENOUNCED BY COX 


Governor Says a Few Sen- 

ators Have Banded to 
Make Harding President 
and Rule Him—Alleges 
Republicans Hope to 
Buy Victory. 


Wheeling, W. Va., August 14.— 
Governor Cox today threw his force 
Mto the presidential campaign with 
five speeches here and through 


Ohio, all flaying what he termed 
the republican “reactionary candi- 
dates and leaders” and supporting 
the league of nations as the pre- 
mier democratic cause. 

The dem: cratic candidate stormed 
he republican position, attacked 
the “senatorial oligarchy,” which, 
se said, was trying to add the pres- 
idency to its domination, denounc- 
inz preposals for a separate peace 
with Germany as “perfidy” and 
charged that “a few men were 
banded together trying to buy the 
presidency.” Millions updn millions 
of dollars, Governor Cox added, 
are being taken in the republican 
campaign fund, 

That Senator Harding, the repub- 
lican nominee, is surrounded by a 
eonatorial “ring” -.was asserteid Ty 
f‘overnor Cox. The democratc nom- 
inee added, in a fling at the Har- 
cing front porch campaign, that he 
-ould not be “kept muzzled” on his 
front porch by any “ring.” 

It was the first big day of cam- 
nairning undertaken by the demo- 
eratic candidate. Motoring from 
Columbus early this morning, he 
riade three brief addresses en route 
at Zanesville, Cambridge and St. 
Clairsville, Ohio; addressed’ the 
West Virginia democratic conven- 
tion late today and a big puolic 
meeting tonight, on the river front. 
All through Ohio he was given in- 
formal receptions, with waving 
groups gathered at almost ¢évéery 
village, many gay with flags, and 
shaking hands with hundreds, 

League Was Foremost, 

The league was foremost in ail 
of the governor’s addresses. The 
renublican leaders, he charged, are 
hehind a “smoke screen of hypoc- 
isy—for one thing, pure and sim- 
ple, administration spoils.” He also 
stressed what he declared was the 
fight between “reactionary repub- 
licanism” and “progressive democ- 
racy,” and predicted his election. 

All of the governor’s references 
to the league won high place in ap- 
plause. 

“The outstanding question of this 
campaign,” he said to the state con- 
vention, “is whether we are or are 
not goilag to keep faith with the 
boys who died in France.” 
~ Declaring that the league is a 
pledge to those who died, Governor 
Cox told of his recent visit with 
President Wilson, 

‘y wish every American could 
have been with me,” he said. “The 
president's whole thought is tnat 
he gave a promise to the mothers 
of the nation when he asked them 
for their boys and he wants to live 
long enough to see the faith kept 
and that pledge fulfilled.” 

The governor declared that the 
league also was @& pledge which 
“will make war impossible, or 
practically 80.” The republican 
leadership, he said, was acting in 
partisan “bad faith” in opposing it. 
Governor Cox added that he had 
the “highest personal regard” for 
Senator Harding, but was against 
the “partyism.”’ 

Governor Cox named Senator 
Lodge of Massachusetts as the head 
of the “senatorial oligarchy” when 
the Massachusetts senator proposed 
compromising the treaty reserva- 
tions, Governor Cox said, Senators 
Borah of Idaho and Johnson of 
California “served notice that they 
would bring about a rupture of the 
republican party.” The republican 
platform, therefore, Governor Cox 
asserted, was “ambiguous and 
meaningless.” 

In cudgeling the proposal for “a 
separate peace with Germany,” Gov- 
ernor Cox said, it came direct from 
Senator Harding, adding: “But he 
will never be given an opportunity 
to make a separate peace with Ger- 
many. There will be none, because I 
will not make one. 

“If you are for peace with econo- 
mies by reduction in great arma- 
ments,” he continued, “support the 
governor of Ohio. If you are for 
war and want expense for arma- 
ment to continue, vote for the 
senator from Ohio.” 

For Progressive Adjustment. 

The necessity for “progressive” 
adjustment was emphasized by Gov- 
ernor Cox, who declared at St. 
Clairsville that a readjustment “un-

1 The county of Fulton has been 


offered an opportunity to ~-“rchase 
the: property of the Coker estate 
at the corenr of East Hunter street 
and Central avenue on terms that 
would require no cash payment of 
any moment and for a price that 
county officials agree would be 
highly adyantageous, thus allow- 
ing it to round out ifs big. block 
of centrally located proper 

The property measures about 114 
feet on East Hunter street and runs 
back 151 feet on Central avenue 
to a ten-foot alley. It now con- 
tains a three-story building, which 
until recently was used for a hotel 
and for business houses on the 
ground floor. Surrounding the en- 
tire property is the holdings of Ful- 
ton county, and should this parcel 
be acqyired, the county would have 
more than two-thirds of this central 
block, which grows more valuable 
each year, and which will in time 
be required by the county for ad- 
ditional offices and buildings. 

The building now on the Coker 
property, which is known as the 
“Coker block,” is a three-story 
brick structure that could be easily 
converted into a prison or jail. Un- 
til needed for jail purposes the 
structr~e could be uged as a juve- 
nile court, a building that is badly 
needed now., Plenty of space could 
also be found for additionalecounty 
offices. 


Abuttinge the property lon which 
the courthouse now stands are two 
buildings of two stories each which 
face East Hunter street in a com- 
bined width of about 75 feet, run- 
ning back to a10-foot alley, a dis- 
tance of 151 feet mote or less. In| 
case the Coker property should be 
immediately required for a neW 
jail, the two-story buildings be 
tween the Coker block and the 
courthouse property could be uti- 
lized for a juvenile court building. 

County Property. 

Back of the Coker block c “-n- 
tral avenue there runs a two-foot 
alley, which is understood to be pub- 
lic property, and across this alley 
the county now owns a parcel of 
vacant nroperty. It is understood 
that it also has possession of an 
old residence property, both of 
which run back to the courthouse 


on ‘Central avenue, with the excen- 
tion of the Coker estate, down to 
the big four-story brick bui'dings 
now occupied by the McConnell and 
the Christopher stores. Should the 
county purchase the Coker estate 
it would have all this big centrally 
located block, with the exception of 
the telephone company’s main eéx- 
change buildings, at the corner of 
South Pryor and Mitchell streets, 
a lar~ve residence and some small 
buildings at Central avenue and 
Mitchell street and the four-story 
buildings occupied by the wholesale 
business houses of cConnell & 
Christopher. 

It is understood that the county 
commissioners are considering the 
offer made by James L, Logan, who 
is now in charge of the Coker 
estate, because of the belief thet 
the purchase of the Coker holdings 
on the courthouse block would be 
to the best interests of the county. 
It would not only admit of the sale 
of the present inadequate and incon- 
ivenient jail propert’ on Butler 
street, which could be dis~osed of 
readily, but would allow the erec- 
tion of a prison that could be con- 
structed within a short distance of 
the courthouse. ; 

The county commissioners 
through the public buildings com- 
mittee are looking into the offer 
made them by Mr. Logan, and it is 
expected that a report will be made 
to the main body concerning it 
within a short time.

Rort Payne, Ala., August 14.—Re-' 
ports reached here tonight from 
Sand Moutain that indignant 
mountaineers are threatening to 
lytich members of the Holy Roller 
church congregation there, follow- 
in teh death of a baby which had 
been bitten by a rattlesnake dur- 
ing a seance at the church last 
night. 

It is also reported that the father 
of the child was bitten at the same 
time and is expectedto die. An ef- 
fort was made ot secure a physician 
here after the child’s condition had 
become known, but due to a terrific 
storm that was prevailing, he was 
unable to reach the mountain in time 
to save the child, which died in 
terrible agony. 

It is alleged to be one of the 
tenets of the Holy Roller (Church of 
God) sect that their members are 
immune from the fangs of poisonous 
repties, and rattelsnakes are said 
to play a prominent part in their 
services, especially. during revivals. 
They claib to speak in unknown 
tongues, and the exhorters engage 
in many unusual contortions and in- 
cantations.

Speaker Walker Tells the 
President Tennessee 
Men Will Not Yield’ 
Honést Convictions for 
Political Expediency.

Nashville, Tenn., August 14.—Re- 
plying today to a message from Pres- 
ident Wilson, expressing the hope 
that the Tennessee house would 
ratify the suffrage amendment “in 
the interest of national harmiony and 
vigor’ and of the establishment of 
the leadership of America in all 
liberal policies,” Speaker Seth 
Walker telegraphed the chief execu- 
tive that the president was “too 
great to ask it,” and he did not believe 
the men of Tennessee would “sur- 
render honest convictions for politi- 
cal expediency or harmony.” 

Mr. Walker told the president he 
did not attempt to express the opin- 
ion of other members of the house, 
but spoke for himself alone, de- 
claring that‘ his cilews on the 
amendment were contrary to those 
of Mr. Wilson. 

The speaker is the leader of the 
opposition in the house, and the suf- 
fragists have regarded his influence 
as one of the mast difficult obsta- 
cles to overcome. Until the legisla- 
ture convened last Monday, he had 
been counted among those favorable 
to ratification, and his announce- 
ment then that he would not sup- 
port it, occasioned keen disappoint- 
ment in the suffrage camp. 

Walker to Wilson. 

Speaker Walker’s reply to Presi- 
dent Wilson follows: 

“President Woodrow Wilson, 

“The White House, 

“Washington, D. C, 

“YT. have the profound honor to 
acknowledge your wire of August 
13. I do not attempt to express the 
views of other members of the low- 
er house of Tennessee, but speak 
for myself alone, wnich on the An- 
thony amendment are contrary to 
yours. You were too great to ask 
it, and I do not believe that men of 
Tennessee will surrender honest 
convictions for political expediency 


or harmony. : 
“(Signed) SETH M. WALKER.” 

Anti ratification headquarters 
made public today a telegram from 
R. H. Williamson, president of the 
State Rights Defense League of 
North Carolina, declaring suffrage 
would be defeated in that state. The 
message follows: 

“We are going to win in spite of 
pressure from the white house, from 
Dayton, Ohio, and from the United 
States senate and the secretary of 
the navy.

Fighting with their backs to the 
wall to keep Georgia Tech from 
failing to open its doors to the 
clamoring body of students who 
wish to enroll themselves upon the 
roster of this popular institution of 
learning, the board of trustees, in 
an all-day meeting Saturday map- 


ped out a program for financing | 


the institution through the crisis 
that now faces it. This program, 
though contingent upon a later ac- 
tion of the legislature, is believed 
to be entirely feasible and is 
looked upon as the one practicable 
solution of the problem. 

Briefly described the plan pro- 
posed contemplates the issue of 
notes by the chafrman of the board 
in denominations of $1,000, or frac— 
tions or multiples of that sum. 
These notes, of course, would not 
be valid ordinarily because of the 
fact that the institution {fs the 
property of the state and not of 
the board of trustees. The plan, 
however, provides that the notes 
shall be secured by the indorse- 
ments of friends of Tech, by men 
who are financially able to meet 
the obligation. The total sum of 
notes to be issued under this plan 
is $100,000, the $25,000 balance so 
vitally required for the college at 
this time to be’ raised by other 
means. = 

Asked to Lend Credit. 

It will be seen that the plan 
worked out by the board of trustees 
is contingent upon the friends and 
alumni of Tech being willing to 


upon the willingness of the general 
assembly at its next meeting to 
provide funds for taking up the 
notes. Neither contingency, how- 
ever, is looked upon as being in- 
surmountable, and with the _pro- 
gram thus mapped out the board 
of trustees is going forward with 
confidence to prepare for the open- 
ing of the big institution on sched- 
uled time. : 

Dr, K. G. Matheson, president of 
Tech, seeing a rift in the clouds 
that seemed to have gathered for 
the damage if not the destruction 
of Georgia Tech, ig not only confi- 
dent that the friends of the college 
will lend their names to the notes 
issued by the chairman of the board 
of trustees, but also that the gen- 
eral assembly when,it gathers for 
another session will be ready ani 
willing to provide the institution 
with the necessary funds to red:em 
this obligation. Expressing his full 
belief that the sithation would now 
take care of itself, Dr. Matheson 
has left for a tour of northern and 
eastern universities to secure 
teachers preparatory to the open- 
ing of Tech this fall. 

After a lengthy meeting held 
Saturday, the board of trustees 
adopted the following resolution 
regarding the plan for financing 
the. opening and ‘maintenance of 
Georgia Tech thig fall. 

Resolutions Passed. 

“Whereas, in view of the unprec- 
edented situation confronting this 
institution, necessitating, if the 
school is to be continued during tie 
current year, addtional funds with 
which to maintain the same must 
be raised, and in view’ of the un- 
ugual conditions whereby the Dill 
appropriating $125,000 for the tm- 
mediate relief of the school, whicn 
was tabled in the last hour of the 
1920 session of the general assem- 
bly, and in view of the fact that 


the senate approved said bill to the 


amount of $100,000, thus clearly and 
unmistakably indicating that in the 
judgment of both branches of the 
general assembly the school needed 
for its maintenance at least $100,- 
000; : 

“Resolved, That the chairman of 
the board of trustees of the Geor- 
gia School of Technology is here- 
by authorized and required to give 
notes in the sum of $1,000, or mul- 
tiples or fractions thereof, aggre- 
gating $100,000, conditioned, to be 
paid out of such funds as the gen- 
eral asstmbly shall appropriate to| 
said school for liquidation of this 
obligation, and that said notes or 
any part thereof shall not be collec— 
tible until all of them have been 
signed by persons of financial abil- 
ity to comply properly with the 
terms thereof. The honor of the 
institution ig pledged in so far as it 
cam be to the redemption of these 
Obligations, the opinion of the 
board of trustees being that the 
general assembly of Georgia at its 
next session will undoubtedly 
make the appropriation necessary 
to redeem the obligations incurred 
hereunder.”

This Applies to Day La- 
borers—Ten Cents Ton 
Advance Wanted for the 
Pick and Machine 
Miners. 


Cleveland, Ohio, August 14.—Rep- 
resentatives of the miners on the 
joint scale committee of miners and 
operators of the central competl- 
tive bituminous coal field, Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois and western Penn- 
sylvania, at a joimt conference to- 
night, submitted to the operators a 
demand fora supplemental contract 
calling for a wage increase of $2 
per day to all day and monthly la- 
borers, and an increase of 10 cents 
per ton on both pick and machine 
mining, both retroactive to Au- 
gust 1.

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DUBLIN ALARMED 
BY HEAVY FIRING 


Pursuing British Soldiers, 

Crowd Attempts to Rush 
ee Castle Gates. 

Dublin, August 14.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Dublin was arous- 
ed at 9 o’clock tonight by heavy 
firing in the vicinity of Dublin cas- 
tle, the result of a crowd attempt- 
ing to rush the castle gates. Sol- 
diers fired over the people’s heads 
and there were a few revolver shots 
from the crowd. No one was in- 
jured, 

The trouble started when a crowd 
Saw a number of soldiers of the 
Lancashire fusilliers who they be- 
lieve shot a boy named Ffrrell, dur- 
ing the recent riots in the city. The 
soldiers were pursued to the castle 
gates. The firing lasted ten min- 
utes. 

Later, wild rumors were circu- 
lated in the city greatly exaggerat- 
ing the affair. 

A short time after the firing at 
the castle an armored car with a 
lorry of troops toured the principal 
streets.° The crowds pulled some of 
the soldiers from the lorry. Other 
lorries were then sent out to pick 
up Straggling soldiers. ‘%\ 

The troops fired a volley over a 
crowd .at the O’Connell bridge. 
Many persons took refuge in build- 
ings. Irish volunteers finally ad- 
vised the people to leave the 
streets. 
Another daring seizure of mails 
from England was carried out in a 
thoroughfare of the city early this 
morning by armed men. Shortly 
after the, mails left the railway sta- 
tion for the postoffice sraiders in- 
tercepted the vans and removed all 
government correspondence.

10 DRAW REPLIES 


Both Britain and [Italy 
Expected to Follow 
France in Answering. 
French Reply Pleases 
Washington. 


Washington, August 14.—(By tana 
Associated Press.)\—Replies from 
both Great Britain and Italy to the 
American note on the Russian-Po- 
lish situation are expected soon by 
state department officials. A sum- 
mary of the French rejoinder was 
received here today and the fuil 
text will follow soon. 

In the opinion of administration 
officials as expressed today, the 
answer of the allies will spring 
from a desire to reach a common 
policy on a question regarded as the 
gravest with which the world has 
to deal. , 

It also was suggested officially 
that the replies of Great Britain and 
France would offer an opportunity

The French reply as outlined in 
the official summary received to- 
day was understood to be highly 
satisfactory to administration offi- 
cers. It was said that France, in 
recognizing General Wrangel, had 
accepted the principal contention of 


the United States that Russia should 
not be dismembDered. 

It was disclosed today that the 
American note on the Russo-Polish 


situation was directed to the wide- 
spread “loose thinking” of the world 
1 general, concerning the bolshe- 
viki. This “loose thinking,” it was 
said, had given rise to a grave 
feeling of lethargy toward the men- 
ace of soviet principles. 

In this connection, attention was 
called to the appeal from the ex- 
ecutive committee of the third in- 
ternationale at Moscow to the I. W.

In the summer of 1918, with the 
growth of the volunteer bolshvik., 
army, he was given command of a 
brigade under General Erdeli. Suc- 
ceeding to command as a result of 
the illness of his chief, Wrangei, 
with other yolunteer forces, suc- 
ceeded in routing the  bolshevist 
troops and liberating the Kuban, 
later entered Stavrapol, and finally 
attained in February, 1919, the lib- 
eration of the whole of the north 
Caucasus and the Terek state, caf- 
turing 40,000 prisoners and an enar- 
mous quantity of material. He was 
then promoted to the rank of lieu- 
tenant general and placed in com- 
mand wf the Caucasian army. 
Stricken with typhus fever, it was 
not until April, when the volunteer 
army had suffered heavy reverses, 
that he was able.t0O resume com- 
mand, and ‘on account of the neces- 
sity: of reforming the scattered e!e- 
ments of the forces of Géneral 
Denikine, he was designated as a 
military adviser ‘to General Shilling. 
With the evacuation , of ; Odessa, 
and the reduction of Shilling’s re- 
sponsibilities, Wrangel proceeded to 
Sevastopol, where he was inform- 
ed by the British admiral there 
that on account of previous diffi- 
culties with General Denikine,. that 
officer requested that he leave 
Russia. 

He retired to Novorossisk, where 
he prepared the evacuation of thet 
wounded, and then left for the Cri- 
mea, 

“The nervousness of the troops,” 
the report declared, resulting from 
the news of his retirement, forced 
him to leave Russia for the time, 
but on April 14, 1920, ‘‘public opin- 
ion, clamoring for ‘a new leader, 
caused Generdl Denikine, then head 
of the volunteer army, to resign 
and a council of Russian generals 
to elect Wrangel as his logical suc- 
cessor.”

A large reception committee with 
automobiles, headed by Mayor 
Thomas Thoner, met the governor's 
party several miles West of Wheel- 
ing and escorted them through the 
city with siren horns screeching and 
bells ringing, while brass bands 
picked up the party at the Ohio 
river bridge.

Boston, August 14.—It is nothing 
new for Charles Ponzi to be up 
against it. The swarthy, nervous 
little optimist whose dreams 80 
thrilled close-fisted New England 
farmers that they sent him their 
money by the bushel basketful, has 
been most everything in his time 
from millionaire, with a stable full 
of cars and servants crowding his 
mansion, to “pearl diver’ in the 
kitchen sink of a cheap restaurant. 
‘He has pressed suits, written signs 
and labored by the day as an Italian 


Ponzi is 38 years old. He was 
born in Parma, Italy, the son of a 
hotel keeper. He got-his primary 
education in a private school and 
Jater attended the University of 
Rome, where, he says, he wasted, 
his time by gambling, joining in the 
gay life of the city, and sleeping 
while he should have been at classes. 

It was while a student in Rome 
that Ponzi acquired his taste for 
expensive clothes. Today he has a 
wardrobe equalled by few and he 
spends much time on his dress, af- 
fects bright colored ties and hand- 
kerchiefs and is wont to “parade” 
for the benefit of the public. 

Landed in 1903 With $2.50. 

Ponzi landed in Boston in 1903 
with $2.50 in his pockets. He had 
gambled most of his monéy on the 
Voyage to America. He had no 
friends and could not speak English. 
He also had a ticket to Pittsburg, 
however, and went there in search 
of work, finally securing a job in 
@ grocery store. 

In the spring of 1904 Ponzi went 
to New York, homesick and intend- 
ing to return to Italy. He remained 
there, however, working at odd jobs. 
He sold sewing machines, was a 
hotel employee, dishwasher, waiter 
end a clothes presser in a tailor 
shop. Many times he was hungry 
and without work, and he slept in 
parks about the city. Later he even 
worked as a laborer. 

Ponzi went to Providence, R. I., 
in 1906 where his activities were 
shrouded in mystery. He hints now 
that he was doing “investigating for 
the Italian government.” But what 
he actually did has never been dis- 
closed. 

Late in 1906 Ponzi drifted to Can- 
ada and was employed by Luigi 
Zarossi, an Italian banker. When 
the institution .later crashed with 
heavy losses to its depositors, Ponzi 
was arrested for forging a check 
and sentenced to three years in St. 
Vincent De Paul penitentiary. He 
was released in twenty months for 
gz00d behavior. 

Sentenced to Atlanta Prison. 

Immediately after-his release from 
the Montreal prison the vain child 
of destiny was arrested by the Unit- 
ed States authorities and sentenced 
to two years in the federal prison 
at Atlanta for smuggling persons 
into the United States. 

It was in the federal penitentiary, 
it is believed, that Ponzi, always 
dreaming of riches, conceived the 
plan which he put into effect here 
to accumulate millions. 

After his release from  federa} 
prison Ponzi drifted from place to 
place. Once he volunteered to give 
a large area of his skin to save the 
life of a nurse who was burned. Two 
operations were necessary and 
Ponzi gave up 122 square inches of 
skin which was grafted to the body 
of a woman he had never seen. He 
received no reward for this sacri- 
ficé, he said. _ : 

Later Ponzi secured a position as 
an interpreter. This was. a brief 
engagement and he drifted along to 
Mobile as a sign painter. A few 
weeks later he Secured the position 
of librarian of the Unfv = 
bama, from Which he whe fired” 
for bégoming involved in a plot to 
have tae university moved to an- 
other gity. 

Ponzi next bobbed. up in Wichita 
Falls, Texas, where he worked in 
a large corporation as a foreign cor- 
respondent.

In the spring of 1917 Ponzi was 
Summoned as an Italian reservist 
to fight for hig country. He re- 
ported at New York, but left the 
steamship because of a disagree- 
ment with the Italian consul over 
payment of passage. It was report- 
ed he went over the side and swam 
ashore. 

Returns to Boston. 

Then he came to Boston and se- 
cured a position in the J. R. Poolé 
company, which he was to purchase 
later with money made in his now 
late lamented international posta) 
reply-coupon scheme. 

t was while working here that 
he met Rose Gnecco, a pretty Italian 
girl of Somerville, hey were mar- 
ried in February, 1918, and soon 
afterward Ponzi entered the firm 


ers, fruit dealers, first as treasurer, 
then as president. But in January, 
1919, the firm under his genius fail- 
ed with liabilities of $11,000 and as- 
sets of $6,000. 

Ponzi was arrested here on May 
10, 1919, charged with the larceny 
of 5,387 pouwnds of cheese. The case 
was finally disposed of for lack of 
prosecution. Ponzi at that time was 
engamed as a “cheese expert” for 
a local firm,

“Once before the present secre- 
tary of state ruled the motor vehicle 
law unconstitutional, and he was 
upheld in his ruling by an opinion 
of the resent attorney general,” 
continued Mr. West, “but when the 
supreme court of Georgia construed 
the law the secretary of state and 
the attorney general were reversed 
and the act was held valid. 


“If the opinion of these two offi-

New York, August 14.—With the 
collapse of Poland and the advance 
of the bolshevists upon Warsaw 
the world upheaval enters upon a 
Ne stage. An exhausted and di- 
vided western civilization faces a 
renewal] of the assaults of barbar- 
ism, of anarchy, of dissolution, such 
as’ temporarily overcame Roman 
and Greek civilization more than 
fifteen centuries ag6é. 

What the Paris conference under- 
took to do, in the face of this bar- 
barism, was to construct a barrier, 
such as Rome had erected at the 
Danube and the Rhine. The lat- 
ter wall was to be composed of 
separate nationalities freed from 
Russian and German tyranny, the 
three Baltic races, the Letts, Li- 
thuanians and the mixed tribes of 
Esthonia; of the Poles, the Ruma- 
nians and behind this outer rampart 


an inner wall made up of Czecho-} 


“Slovaks and Jugo-Slavs. 

So far as Paris could agree upon 
anything, this wall, this cordon 
sanitaire, represented its Russian 
policy. These state®, depending for 
existence, for prosperity, for every- 
thing, upon the western nations, 
were to stand to arms on the Rus- 
sian marches and repel any at- 
tempt of Russian revolution to flow 
westward. The armies of these 
smaller states were to be organized 
and officered by military missions 
from the west, they were to be the 
allies both against Russian and 
German attack. 


Barrier Policy. 
This barrier policy, to be sure, 


represented second choice at Paris. 
The statesmen and the soldiers of 

the nations which had conquered 

Germany would have preferred to 

direct their still powerful armies 

against Russia and crush the bol- 
shevist regime, in their opinion still 
a hollow shell. But this course was 
impossible because the soldiers who 
composed the armies were unwill- 
ine to fight a new war, the mass 
the public was dead against any 
such adventure and the limit of 
western contribution .was manifest- 
ly comprehended in the purpose to 
support the border tribes and out 
of them construct a wall. 
Now the thing that it is essen- 
tial to perceive is that the wall hae 
not alone been breached but demol- 
ished by the bolshevist successes. 
The Baltic states have entered into 
peace negotiations with the reds, 
which leave them, momentarily free 
and untroubled but seal their ulti- 
mate fate, for they no longer have 
the strength to oppose vast Russian 
armies. Poland has fallen and Ru- 
mania alone remains standing be- 
tween the gulf of Finland and the 
Black sea. 
All of which is only another way 
of saying that the allies in the 
first place abandoned the logica) 
policy of ores | war upon the reds, 
who were making war upon them, 
' becuuse their own people were too 
' weary to fight on and too blind to 
perceive the meaning of the red 
menace to all classes of western 
society. Then, in the sécond place 
they attempted as a substitute to 
eee the border tribes to do 

heir fighting for them, in return 
for subsidies and technical assist- 
ance. This second method has now 
led straight to the ruin of all but 
one of the border tribes, so far as 
the main question of resistance to 

Russia is concerned. 

We come now to the third phase. 
Obviously the necessity at the prgs- 
ent hour is to fight the reds, pe- 
sist em in the east and cer@. of 
Eu before they reach the ~~& ,t, 
hav accumulated a tremen. vus 
mo tum on the way. But wil! 
the Western masses consent now to 
fight? I doubt it. The real char- 
acter of the Russian peril is still 
hidden from the great majority o1 
the people, who constitute the prole- 
tariat. They are still] convinced 
that Russian hostility grows out 
of the action of their own rulers, 
not out of Russian purpose. In a 
word, they think that the war with 

ussia, for war it is, has been a 

ar of aggression by the west ani 
that once the west consents to make 
peace, Russia will welcome it. 

Of course this is nonsense, as the 
Polish incident proves, as the whole 
course of bolshevism demonstrates. 
Bolshevism, as I have pointed out 
hére so often, is a state of war 


a gainst the whole system of eco- 
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nomic and social laws and customs 
of the west. 
seek to obtain is a system of s0o- 
ciety in which the least educated, 
the least trained dominate and con- 
trol, relying upon terror and vio- 
lence to suppress those whose train- 
ing and intelligence would give 
them the predominant influence 
otherwise. 
Destroyed, Not Created. 
Whatever the theories of the 


bolshevists, their practices reveal 
the true character of their concep- 
t10n Of soci2zi and economic organi- 
zation. They have destroyed, not 
suc- 
ceses are due to soldiers acquired 
from the old regime and weapons 
captured from the unsupported and 
ill-advised Russian factions end 
border tribes im the — two years. 
What organization they have, ofan 
effective character, is entirely alien 
to their own ideas and ideals. 

But with these weapons they 
have dé@stroyed their enemies in 
Russia, they have demolished the 
barrier to their westward advance 
which the west sought to construct 
between the Baltic and Black seas. 
They have arrived at the frontiers 
of a central Europe, itself in the 
last stages of disintegration and 
incapable of any great effort to 
resist the enemy. They have reach- 
ed the frontiers of that Germany 
which lies smouldering and smok- 


ing ready at any moment, perhap4,. 


to burst into a new and even more 
terrible flame. 

Their auccess is due to the in- 
credible biindness of allied publics, 
an accompaniment of their extreme 
exhaustion, itself a consequence of 
the world war, and to the disgrace- 
ful jealousies and bickerings be- 
tween the three great European 
powers of the west, Britain, France 
and Italy. And at the moment 
when it is no longer possible to 
disguise the gravity of the menace, 
Britain is occupied in two consider- 
able wars in Asia with the Turk 
and with the Arab, the French have 
stretched their military resources 
to the utmost limit: to give Gou- 
-aud in Syria and Lyautey in Mo- 
rocco the necessary troops to com- 
plete two colonial ventures while 
maintaining the watch on the 
Rhine. 

As for Italy. she has lost in the 
game of colonial adventure and 
finds herself after an exhausting 
war In the worst shape of the three 
great powers with the smallest ter- 
ritorial gain to show for her suc- 
cesses. She finds her recent allies 
backing the southern Slavs against 
her in the Adriatic and her Gree 
rivals in the Aegean and on t 
mainland of Asia Minor. And 
the same ‘time she faces one of 
gravest domestic crises in all 
recent history. 


No Troops Against Reds, 

That France or Britain can find 
troops to face the bolshevists east 
of the Rhine barrier seems totally 
unlikely. That Italy will consent 
to contribute troops to fight be- 
yond her Alpine frontiers appears 
equally improbable. The simple 
fact is then,. that the situation in 
the twentieth century is rapidly 
approaching that of’ nearly two 
thousand years ago when Rome un- 
dertook. to hold the barbarians in 
check on the Rhine, the Alps and 
the Danube and after several cen~ 
turies of effort failed and fell. To 
these same barriers the west may 
now have to recoil. 

I tried last week to emphasize the 
danger which would result from a 
total collapse. of Poland; they are 
not limited to the elimination of 
Poland, the defeat of the west goes 
far more deeply. Not alone will 
the Turk and the Arab be incited 
to new resistance, but the border 
tribes everywhere will see in. the 
fate of Poland the bitter truth that 
they cannot rely upon the west for 
support, even if to the very great 
advantage of the west they resist 
the Russian advance. 

And. as to the bolshevist peace 
proposal, one knows what that 
meant. It meant a truce during 
which Russia, drawing on the 
west for military supplies would 

repare for a new attack upon the 
bordet tribes, in the interval em- 
machine to build up bolshevist 
sympathizers in the states she was 
determined to destroy. Today we 
see the policy disclosed in the sup- 
ort given to red elements in Po- 
and who are manifestly to be em- 
ployed as the bases for a red state 
to be constrycted on the ruins of 
the Poland which has been over- 
thrown. 7 

This is what Germany did six 
years ago and throughout the 
world war. In Belgium the Lithua- 
nians and the Ukrainians were fa- 
vored, in the Balkans the Bulgars 
rewarded at. the expense of the 
Serbs. This is what the French 
revolution did a century and a 
quarter ago. when it overflowed 
into central Europe and decorated 
its own frontiers with various re- 
publics, in which the dominant In- 
fluence was supplied by those who 
were subsidized or enlisted by the 
revolutionary leaders.

As for America. what can one say? 
We have refused to recognize the' 
re we have consistently opposed 
them, we have conducted within our 

a rigorous move- 

repression. which has 

amounted to sending a few score of 
bolshevists back to Europe or be- 
hind prison bars, but beyond this 
we have done nothing. We have 
shared the allied policy of passive 
and indirect hostility. We have con- 
tributed money and supplies to va- 
rious adventures, but, save for a 
brief moment and on a microscopic 
scale, we have contributed no men. 

Yet the truth about the Russian 
revolution is unmistakable. It can- 
not now be beaten by indirect and 
subsidized efforts, directed to sup- 
port anti-bolshevist leaders in Rus- 
sia. it can no longer be restrained 
by the use of berder tribes. by more 
or less earnest support of the na- 
tionalistic and facial aspirations of 
the people who were once enculfed 
by the western push of the Russian 
or by the German exnansion. It 
can be checked if at all. now. onlv 
hy the employment of § British, 
French, Italian and American troops 
in larece numbers and over a con- 
siderable period of time. 

And no alternative of peace is 
open to the west, because the Rus- 
sian revolution is, in itself, in its 
very nature and driving force. an 
assault upon western civilization. 
We may fight it at the Oder. the 
Vistula line having collapsed: we 
may fight it, when it has overrun 
Europe, at the shores of the At- 
lantic itself, when it has at its com- 
mand all the vast resources of the 
European world it has enrulfed, but 
somewhere we must fight it. 


The New Napoleon. 

Lenin is becoming in his own 
Way, exactly the menace Napoleon 
Was @ lillie more than a century 
ago. But surope wag long learn- 
ing the lesson. Austria teil, waile 
Prussia watched. Frussia went tu 
ruin and Kussia, on the heeis of 
two defeats, made peace at ‘lilsit. 
Only England remained aloof, hos- 
tile but heipless as long as Europe 
was divided. Napoleon's victorious 
armies reached Madrid and Lisbon, 
Napoleon dominated the continent 
frqm Gibraltar to Warsaw. 


then at last Europe learned its 
lesson’ and all ‘nations and peoples 
joined in the common battle. But 
today We are in the stage of ex- 
treme disintegration and Germany 
is watching the defeats of the west 
with exactly the same emotion 
which prevailed in Prussia when 
Russia and Austria were enduring 
defeat at Austerlitz. No defeat of 
the west, however severe, will stir 
the Germans, even if the Russian 
advance has for them another Jena 
in store, such as Napoleon's cam- 
regs against Austria prepared in 

av. 


In my judgment there will be no 
halting of the Russian advance, of 
the bolshevist sweep until the mass- 
es of the people of Britain, the 
United States and France recognize 
their their own existence is in peril 
and join in open and unlimited war 
upon the reds. As long as states- 
men are restrained by popular re- 
luctance to make new sinorithane and 
by the blindness of the millions to 
the true import for them of the 
bolshevist attack, we shall have the 
futile and fatal hesitations, ex peri- 
ments, failures, which have marked 
all of allied policy from Princlpo 
fiasco to the Polish tragedy. 

Statesmen cannot make war suc- 
cessfully. even when their judg- 
ment of the necessity for war is 
sound, without the support of the 
publics which in our form of gov- 
ernment control. One recalls how 
many months were required to dem- 
onstrate to the people of the United 
States that war with Germany was 
not only a moral duty but a physi- 
cal necessity. By contrast, nathine 
is more impregsive thdn the fashion 
the millions responded when at last 
the fact of the matter was made 
easily and generally comprehensi- 
ble by German acts. 


Sees United States in New War. 


' The same will be true of the bol- 
shevist case. The time has not yet 
come, perhaps it is still far in the 
future, when the American public 
will perceive that all which we have 
in the way of order, democracy. 
progress, limited as these may be. 
are in deadly peril, if bolshevism is 
to Sweep successfully from Moscow 
to Madrid. When that hour comes 
we shall unquestionably resume our 
Place among the allied nations and 
ones more take our place in the bat- 
tlé line of western civilization. 

In the meantime, without us, the 
British and the French, with their 
own problems, colonial and for the 
French particularly, Germany wil! 
probably fail to act decidedly, wit! 
shrink from a new war of the mag- 
nitude of the recent conflict and 
will, in consequence, see one bar- 
rier after another collapse until 
the enemy reaches the Rhine bar-— 
rier and the frontiers of India. 


Similarly the Italians will remain! 


passive, evacuating outlying terri- 
tory, as they have in the case of 
Albania, nad awaiting the arrival 
of the storm at their own frontiers. 

But as long as the west remains 
passive Russia will advance. Rome 
rt ge ke maintained her  nat- 
ural frontiers for a certain time, 
but when she accepted these boun- 
daries she sealed her own fate. I 
know that it is fashionable to be- 
lieve that once the west has agreed 
to make peace with the bolshevists. 


they will be overthrown from with- |, 


in, but this convenient’ theory 
breaks down In the. face of his- 
tory. The French revolution, so 
far from collapsing when its ene- 
mies made peace with it, 


took a! 


new form, achieved order at home 
and embarked upon a tren##nadous 
riod of conquest under Napoleon. 
Trotsky and Lenin, 
misery and 
defeat, having survived 
Brest-Litovsk, fall when they are 
now sweeping westward, recon- 
quering all the lost territory and 
arriving in regions which were not 
Russian when the world war broke 
out? 

Then there always remains the 
German aspect. Napoleon found 
precious allies in Germany in the 
opening phase of his great imperial 
career. Today German interest 
may be served quite as well by al- 
liance with Russia as continued 
submission to the allies. The Ger- 
man choice is between a generé- 
tion of economic servitude to the 
west and a dangerous experiment 
with eastern reovlution. But al- 
reday Russia offers Germany the 
territory lost to Poland in the 
treaty of Versailles, will Trotzky 
be less willing to offer Alsace-Lor- 
raine than Posen and the Danzig 
corridor? 

Poland May Turn Bolshevik. 


At the very least Germany can 
demand immunity from the penal- 
ties inflicted at Versailles, can in- 
sist that the reparations and res- 
torations be forgiven, if she under- 
takes with her armies to meet the 
Russians. But this at one time 
means the ruin of France and the 
reconstruction of those very Ger- 
man armies which for so many 
years threatened the peace of 
Europe. It means, too, the triumph 
of reaction; first in Germany and 
then in Russia, for no one can 
doubt what German policy in Rus- 
sia would be, nor mistake that it 
would be with the Prussian junk- 
ers that the western allies would 
have to do-business, if, as Winston 
Churchill suggests, they deputized 
Germany to fight their battle with 
Russia. 

We are two years away from 
Versailles-and the eastern settle- 
ment has gone into the scrapheap. 
Poland has practically ceased to 
€xist, or what is worse, will pres- 
ently appear as a_ bolshevized 
state, ally and creature of the reds. 
Rumania must now face a similar 
destruction, unless the west is pre- 
pared to send large armies, British 
from Mesopotamia, French from 
Syria, abandoning the colonial ven- 
tures in both regions and accept- 
ing the revival of the Turkish na- 
tionalists, who hate already ex- 
tended hands toward Russia and 
may find ultimately a firm al- 
liance there and become a detail itn 
the Russian westward push, operat- 
ing in Asia Minor and in Mosopota- 
mia. 

In a few weeks, if the Polish dis-— 
aster becomes absolute, Germany 
may be in a position to make her 
own terms, either with Russia or 
with her recent conquerors, and 
either way the victory of the world 
war is lost. The arrival of the bol- 
shevists at Warsaw Will have for 
the alliance which defeated Ger- 
many gomething approximating the 
significance the announcement of 
the return of Napoleon from Elba 
had for the statesmen gathered at 
Vienna. And there is “far less 
chance of a Waterloo, for the al- 
lies of 1920 are by no means as 
closely united as those of 1815, 
while the enemies are far more 
formidable. 

Second Stage of World War. 

We are then, in my judgment, on 
the threshold of a second stage in 
the world war, of which the Ger- 
man phase was the first. Western 
civilization, terribly shaken by the 
four years of struggle which cul- 
mirated in the armistice of Rethon- 
des, with its wounds unhealed, with 
its lésses still unrepaired, faces a 
new attack and the gravest single 
circumstance is the fact that the 
greatness of the danger is only 
dimly perceived by a few as yet. 
Germany was defeated because al! 


of France sprang to arms at the; 


moment of the declaration of war, 
Russia was ready to move and 
Britain was sufficiently alarmed 
to send her army to the continent. 
But who is ready. to face Russia? 

In the heat of a presidential élec-— 
tion it is idle to imagine that the 
real import for America of the 
bolshevist conquest of Poland will 
be brought home to our own public. 
This is the truer because there is 

universal weariness and distaste 
or foreign affairs, as a conse- 
quence of theeGerman war and a 
political issue, raised by the treaty 


of Versailles, but considering that} 


the assassination of the Archduke 
Ferdinand six years ago led direct- 
ly to the Meuse-Argonne. ig it rash 
to suggest that the fall of Poland 
will lead in no distant time to the 
reappearance of America in Europe, 
or, at a remoter time, to the ap- 
pearance of bolshevism on Ameri- 
can shores?

advantages in our national game we 
are putting out a mighty bad ad- 
vertisement. 

This year the rule makers gave 
us a new law which was intended 
to prevent pitchers from intentional- 
ly passing heavy hitters in order to 
get to the next batter for an out, or, 
perhaps, a double play. But the 
rule hasn’t worked because the um- 
pires, being human, cannot tell be- 
yond a doubt whether the pitcher 
is merely wild or is heaving the 
ball wide with the clear intention 
of passing the slugger. 

During this season, when it was 
seen that pitchers were continuing 
to pass the heavy hitters when there 
were men on bases, many other rules 
were suggested. Some of them will 
bé considered, I suppose, when the 
guns of the game meet next 
winter to make another try at clean- 
But I don’t know 
—it seems to me that the whole 
thing will depend on the umpire’s 
ability to tell what’s in the pitcher’s 
bean. The best suggestion that I’ve 
heard is this: That all passes be for 
two bases instead of one. Get this 
situation, there are men on sé@cond 
and third and a heavy hitter is up. 
Under this season's rule the pitcher 
is in an easy poSition, because all 
he’s got to do is to make a dis- 
gusted face as he sends each wide 
one up the lane to give the umpire 
the impression that he’s trying to 
cut a corner off the pan. The bat- 
ter walks and the next man up, who 
may hit into a double play, perhaps 
retiring the side without a run. And 
there you are. 

The heavy swatter has been about 
as useful as a cork leg to a Broad- 
way chorus girl. If he’d had a 
chance to clout the ball he might 
have won the game. And that’s 
what the fans came there to see him 
try. Do you wonder they rag the 
twirlers every now and then? 

Every time a batter faces a pitch- 
er the natural odds are about seven 
to three against him. You can prove 
this by taking a look at the batting 
averages, which show that the hit- 
ter with a percentage of .300 for 
more than ten games is an excep- 
tional man with the stick. Scouts 
zo wild over .300 hitters. A team 
of .sUU sluggers, Would be a good 
bet to win a pennant fielding with 
One arm tied. However, you look 
at it the pitcher has it on the bat- 
ter by more than two to one. Why 
Should he look for a bigger cinca 
than that; What more does he want? 

The victim of the intentional pass 
hasn't a Chinaman’s chance to hit. 
But if you give him two bases or if 
you advance all,runners two bases 
instead of one, you've got your 
pitcher in a box; he’s got to pitch. 

Just to show you how this pass 
business works, I was walked 101 
times in the season of 1919.

Gilliland Stikeleather, of Ashe- 
ville, won the first consola- andro 
tion, when he defeated E. L. Sco- 
field, of Clearwater, Fla., in a thrill- 
ing battle that was not decided 
until the thirty-eighth green.

Victory was perched on Ulmer’s 
brow beeause of Flemming’s poor 
putting in this afternoon’s round.

Frank North, Manager for 
Local Liberty Distributor, 
Cites Precautions. 


Frank North, manager for the 
Atlanta office of the Blun-Dimmitt 
company, suggests several methods 
of foiling the car theif which are 
well worth considering. 

His first suggestion is to remove 
the distributor rotor. The removal 
of this rotor absolutely prevents 
the spark, without which no gaso- 
line engine can possibly ke run. 

Another stunt is the rather pic- 
turesque use of a noise resembling 
a western town being shot up in 
the wildest days. By crossing 


wires Nos. 5 and 6 on the Liberty 
Six, or on most any six, for that 
matter, no one can drive away 
without making such a racket that 
it ought to be enough to alarm the 
town and scare the thief away at 
the first alley he comes to. 

Perhap the most unique and ef- 
fective scheme is the use of a blind 
switch. Almost any service sta- 
tion man can fix for a car owner a 
knife switch or almost any Kind of 
a switch in some part of the main 
ignition system. By breaking the 
current through the use of this 
switch practically all thieves would 
be baffled because they would least 
expect a device of that kind. 

“Record your tire and motor 
numbers in a book” is a further 
recommendation of Mr. North. At 
the factory office is the record of

In any event, it would be difficult 
for a correspondent who has neces- 
sarily dope much traveling in every 
part of the country to recall any 
experience which gave so much 
the: feeling of having been to the 
ener of America, a friendly and 
holgsome America, 


Evidences of Comfort. 


To begin with, every road of ap- 
proach that leads to the town is 
lined during these ripening months 
of the year with the suggestion of 
substance, ,.comfort, contentment— 
tall corn, fat hogs, rich ordchards, 
ripened wheat, well-kept fields, 
comfortable farm houses, and 
Marion, itself, is in the tune with 
that, the kind of small city that 
grows up as the center of just such 
a prosperous farming community as 
this is. 

But the more physical evidence 
of solid comfort and quiet prosperity 
would: not alone be enough to ac- 
count for the strong impression of 
wholesomenesg ana unobtrusive 
friendliness. 

A part of that, I think, came from 
the lunch that was given the vis- 
itors in Masonic hall. Meals were 
set before the guests by thé thirty 
or forty young and middle-aged 
women, the wives of Marion citizens. 
This group of women, gave a curi- 
ouSly more unified and defjnite 
picture than one commonly gete 
from any group of men whatever. 
Their dresses,-of white or checked 
gingham, with here and there a bit 
of home embroidery, the simplicity 
of their hair dressing and the entire 
lack of excessive noticeableness, so 
to speak, of self-adornment, were 
of a piece with the simple vases 
that were the only attempt at deco- 
ration, filled with goldenglow and 
and phiox and tiger Illies and ox- 
eyed daisies. There tn Marion, your 
mind rather intent on gerious ques- 
tions, the feeling came to you that, 
anyhow, you wogldn’t hesitate a 
second to trust the destinies of the 
nation to these wholesome, self- 
contained, kindly, earnest, *compe- 
tent-looking women. 

Harding Got the Benefit. 

Senator Harding, a little later, 
when the visitors had walked up the 
Shaded street and stood in front of 
his porch to hear him, shared and 
got the benefit, in a way, of the 
penetratingly attractive atmos- 
phere that had been made by his 
women neighbors, and by all the 
rest of it. He fitted into the Pice 
ture and his speech fitted into it 
most perfectly of all. When he said: 
If I could call for but one distinc- 
tion, I would like ours to be known 
as honest people.” You had the 
feeling that he was recommend- 
ing the every-day standards of 
the people about him. One sentence 
before that, he said, “Call it reaction, 
if you like. We need standards off 
honesty, the lofty standards of in- 
tegrity,” and I could not tell wheth- 
er the applause that came was mere- 
ly for the sincere affirmation of a 
familiar belief, or was for his way 
of meeting the charge of Cox that 
he is a backward-looking reac- 
tionary. Throughout the speech. 
again and again, he turned this jibe 
of Cox’s to his advantage. 

“I suppose,” he said, “some peo- 
ple will say I am looking backward, 
but if we look backward to clear 
our vision, we may look forward 
moré confidently. There is sure 
progress fora simple living, reverent 
people, fearing God and loving 
righteousness. It is good to look 
back, to make sure of the way 
righteous mothers laugh and then 
face the front with renewed faith.” 

The sophisticated may say this is 
mere platitudes, but the sophisti- 
cated would never be moved to ap- 
plaud, as the folks here today did 
apPlaud when Harding said, “Amer- 
ica needs a new consecration in 
morality.” Senator Harding can 
well afford to lose the sophisticated 
vote, if he gets all the votes of 
those who are moved to applaud that 
kind of sentiment. 

Sophisticated Out of Touch. 

The sophisticated have lost touck 
with what was revived here, the 
great mass of folks who, as a result 
of conduct, once a week, or more, 
habitually renew their contact with 
just such simple truths as this. It 
is true that in the whole speech to 
the Ohio editors there was nothing 
Franklin Roosevelt, in 
praising Cox, calls “engineering 
Statesmanship.” And it is equally 
true that sooner or later Harding 
will have to let us See that he un- 
derstands that old-fashioned vir- 
tues alone are not enough to qualify 
a man to take on as difficult a job 
as the next presidency of the United 
States is going to be. Whenever 
he gets ready to make his adven- 
tures, in the more complex field of 
economics and international states- 
manship, we may judge by his per- 
formances then. For the present is 
is enough to say that an observer 
here gets an increasing sense that 
Harding is an extremely sure-footed 
persen, and that he is more than 
likely to follow his own carefyl judg- 
ments than to defer to those in the 
counsel of the party who, among 
other advices they press upon him, 
think he ought to leave his front 
os and “jazz the campaign up a 
l .

Marion, Ohio, August 14.—Labor, 
the league of nations, agricultural 
issues and the tariff are to be 
made headliners of Senator Har- 
ding’s campaign ‘during early Sep- 
tember under a program revealed 
here today in connection with an- 
nouncement of definite plans for the 
republican nominee’s first speech 
outside of Ohio. 

The labor address will be deliv- 
ered on Labor day, Monday, Sep- 
tember 6, probably from the front 
porch. No delegation has been 
booked for a call on that day, but 
it is understood a number of labor 
@rganizations have asked for the 
appointment. 

Agriculture and the league are 
to be coupled in an address on Sep- 
tember 8 at the Minnesota State 
fair grounds between Minneapolis 
and St. Paul. In announcing plans 
for the trip, which will be Sena- 
tor Harding's first speaking excur- 
sion outside his own state since 
his nomination, he said no other 
speeches would be made along the 
way and that his decision to go 
Minnesota was in no sense a mod- 
ification of his front porch pro- 


gram. 
Expects “Lot of Shouting.” 

No definite date has been set for 
a @G@iscussion of the tariff, but the 
nominee today made plain his pur- 
pose to emphasize it as his cam- 
paign develops. He said he expect- 
éd to see “a lot of shouting” about 
the tariff soon, and that he would 
advocate a protective schedule 
worked out by congress in co-op- 
eration with the tariff commission. 

Senator Harding plans to make 
his trip to Minnesota in leisurely 
fashion, leaving here -on the night 
of September 6 and stopping on the 
way for political conferences. He 
idoes not expect to travel by spe- 
cail train or\ private car, gout will 
‘have an ordinary sleeping car re- 
served for himself and his party.

The 
situation still has most dangerous 
possibilities, and it might be that 
developments in this regard wil) 
produce a new selling movement in 
stocks. Close observers of the mar- 
ket think that unless there is some 
new unfavorable news, however, that 
a good advance can be expected. It 
is said that buyers of stocks found 
it quite difficult to get them, and 
that whenever there was any evi- 
dence of demand offerings became 
scarce. 


Liquidation Has Run Course. 

This indicates that the recent 
liquidation has probably run its 
course. AS a result of the liquida- 
tion no small part of which was of 
an involuntary Kind, that is, was 
forced by the calling of loans or 
because the seller was forced to 
raise funds following inability to 
borrow, practically all weak ac- 
counts have been wiped out or put 
into a strong position, and there has 
also been a great reduction in out- 
standing loans, The technical posi- 
tion is still stronger, owing to the 
fact that many shorts have not cov- 
ered. Therefore the only thing need- 
ed is some outside buying in volume, 
and sharp advances can be expect- 
ed. There is some doubt as to 
whether or not this outside sup- 
port will be forthcoming at this 
time. If funds are available, it will 
be. Therefore, he immediate fu- 
ture of the market depends entirely 
on money conditions, with an ad- 
vance almost certain if there are 
sufficient funds loanable.+In the 
past week the industrial stocks oc- 
cupled most of the market’s atten- 
tion. Railroads were firm, as a 
whole, but some of the bullish en- 
thusiasm over them has been de- 
stroyed by the refusal or hesitancy 
of various state commissions to al- 
low intrastate rates in keeping with 
the recent interstate freight and 
passenger rate advances. If this 
tendency continues it will operate 
to partly nullify the interstate in- 
creases, as there certainly would be 
decreased long-haul freight moving 
if it is to pay a much larger pro- 
nortionate freight charge. Among 
the industrials, steels, ofls and 
equipment company stocks were the 
strongest features. 

Call money loaned at 6 and 7 per 
cent during most of the week, with 
fairly large amounts available at 
the lower figures. The demand for 
funds for crop moving is very heavy, 
but it is being wé@ll cared for at the 
present time. Time money was 
relatively stronger than call funds, 
with a number of loans said to have 
heen placed at 9% per cent.

The outlook for business as a 
whole has “everybody guessing.” 
There is no doubt but that for a 
brief time at least, starting within 
the next few weeks, there is to be 
a period of better business. The 
big question then is as to whether 
the public as a whole will continue 
its purchases. If it is to be another 
Situation such as started developing 
early in the spring months, with a 
small number buying at the start of 
the season for clothing, and all man- 
ner of things, but the general pub- 
lic adopting a “hand-to-mouth” and 
economy policy, a new crisis will 
then confront business. This is be- 
cause many business men are in a 
position where a good period of ac- 
tive demand for their products is 
necessary or else they will be un- 
able to meet their obligations.

Buying Power Decreased. 


_ It is said that the leading bank- 
ing authorities are very much afraid 
that decreased buying power of most 
important dimensions exists, and 
that there is also probably no change 
in the sentiment of the people as a 
whole towards present high prices. 
Therefore, it would seem that the 
process of deflation, while it will be 
interrupted for a few weeks, is to 
be resumed and that all of those not 
prepared for it will suffer the usual 
effects of having run afoul of eco- 
nomic changes, 

The most conflicting news is cur- 
rent’ regarding the situation in the 
automobile industry. The companies 
State that profits have been very 
large, that they have more orders 
than they can fill, and that the out- 
look for the future is bright. Con- 
trary to this, the steel companies 
say that business with the automo- 
bile companies in plates, etc., is on 
a much smaller scale and that new 
orders are not large. The banks re- 
port discrimination -against auto- 
mobile paper, and there are many 
sirens of increasing sales or offer- 
ings of second-hand cars, which are 
always a thorn in the side of the 
manufacturers, First-hand confirma- 
tion of new cancellations is lacking. 
but there is no question but that 
orders for many thousands were 
eancelled within the last’ few 
months. The automobile’ stocks

Although there are sporadic 
strikes in various parts of the coun- 
try, the labor Situation as a whole 
is deciared to be much better than 
many ovservers had expected to Lind 
in a presidential election year, when 
labor unrest is a political phenom- 
ena. ‘the reason for, the present 
quiet is seen in the recent increase 
in unemploymént throughout the 
country and net especialiy in east- 
ern industrial centers. it is report- 
ed that enough farm labor has been 
tound in nearly all sections to har- 
vest the crops that have matured. 
A few months ago there was talk 
of enormous losses that were ex- 
Pected on the farms because ot lack 
of labor. There was also talk of a 
“gesture and possibly a strike” by 
labor en masse aS a political warn- 
ing, but it would seem that this 
was never seriously considered by 
the more responsible leaders. 

The stagnation in the copper mar- 
ket in the last few weeks has not 
produced any material results on the 
mining end.of the industry, which 
has not resorted to further curtail- 
ment, indicating that a surplus must 
be piling up again. Selling interests 
are still holding for 19 cents a 
pound, but a fair amount of business 
can be done at well under that fig- 
ure. In the next few weeks if there 
is not a sudden improvement in de- 
mand, it is believed that the market 
will go lower. Sellers state the con- 
trary, however, predicting that the 
present dullness will pass and that 
higher prices rather than lower are 
to be expected. 

The steel corporations’ unfilled 
tonnage increase of 139,000 tons for 
July was a surprise to some follow- 
ers of the market who had looked 
for a decrease because of the re- 
cent refusal of the corporation to 
take many orders on account of !f!n- 
ability to make _ deliveries as re- 
quired. The coal shortage continues 
a serious disturbance to the steel 
business, but it is believed that this 
will slowly pass. New business in 
large volume for all classes of steel 
products is in sight and the outlook 
for the industry is considered quite 
bright for at least a year to come, 
especially as large railroad buying 
of cars, locomotives, rails, etc., is 
to be expected within the next few 
months. 

Af showing strength as a re- 
sult of the heavy rains in various 
parts of the belt, cotton turned weak 
on profit-taking by recent buyers 
and further short selling as well as 
southern offerings. The next few 
weeks will do much to settle the 
size of the new crop, with bad 
weather possibilities of a loss of 
1.000.000 or more bales from the 
present expectations of about 13,- 
000,000 bales total while good 
weather can make the full firvres 
mentioned.

Hospitality and 
Citizenship 


Hospitality rightly directed is one of the essential factors of good 
citizenship, and makes more for a city’s prosperity than any other in- 
fluence. Ah example of this right kind of hospitality is that being ex- 
pressed toward ex-servicé men irom many sections of the country who 
are here under the svonsorshiv of the Federal Vocational Board, and 
wno are welcomed as temporary citizeris, and urgod to become per- 
manent citizens. 

The Federal Vocational Board itself stands for one of the most 
rational reconstructive measures which has been put into operation 
by the government, as it aims to place every ex- ‘service man in a posi: 
tion to be a good and useful citizen, and to help him become that, not 
only through aiding him secure the right kind of position, but wevinna* ed 
ing with him in qualifying for the position, 

These men, 
service—men who may not have found themselves vocationally when 
they went into that noblest service—service to country. 

Coming out of the war, they had to begin their self-reliance anew. 
Some of them were injured in the war; weakened in health, rendered 
incapacitated for certain forms of bodily labor. It is the purpose of 
the Federal Vocational Board to meet all of these emcrgencies, and 
ut the same’ time to place every man sponsored by ‘the board in the 
position to become a useful and active citizen. 

Coming here as ex-service men, going directly to work, and having 
no acquaintances, made it practical that the board make one of its 
departments that of the social and the recreational, and to call upon 
permanent citizens to co-operate in the boards efforts in this direction. 

Examples of how this can be done have been given recently by the 
young citizens who represent the Bell House club, and who entertained 
a large group of the new citizens or ex-serivce men at their club house. 

Chaperones were invited and a number of Atlanta’s attractive 
young women. The assembly was a delightful one when refreshments 
were served. There was music and dancing, and the Bell house hosts 
expressed a genuine hospitality. 

On Saturday evening Mr. and Mrs. Cator Woolford will entertain at 
Camp Jacqueline, their private home, when their guests will be 100 of 
the ex-service men. Young women will be invited to. meet them and 
charming entertainment will be arranged for them. 

Though many of the ex-service men may have the quality of rap- 
idly making friends, and may not need the services of the social and 
recreational department of the vocational board, there are just as 
many who have not that quality who may have a lonesome existence, 
and who for that reason may not be inclined to make Atlanta their 
permanent residence. It is for these latter that the hospitality of 
citizens is invited. The planned entertainments are just the spirit 
Atlanta has always had to welcome the stranger within the gate, but 
in the case of extending the hand of good fellowship to the ex-service 
men, is more than welcoming the stranger; it is weleoming the man 
who, when the country’s call came, obeyed it; did his duty; served his 
country in the war. Returning, he finds his country everlasatingly 
his debtor, and cheerfully his host, wherever the city or community 
is the home temporarily or permanently of the ex-service man.

With nations as with individuals, 
a self-searching scrutiny is good for 
soul and conscience, laying bare the 
failures and pointing the way to 


better achievement. America is no 
exception to this, rule. America has, 
ina measure, failed in her attitude 
‘ toward the foreigner coming to her 
shores seeking better things—for it 
is to be supposed that to find a 
happier life is the motive when a 
man casts off his moorings from his 
native land to seek asylum among 
Strangers. America has held to an 
attitude of aloofness and cold 
eommercialism in her treatment of 
the immigrant and the immigration 
_problem. The human element has 
been“lacking. The friendly welcome, 
the neighborly spirit, have both 
been absent. The foreigner has 
been allowed to hold to his own 
group. keeping aloof from Ameri- 
ean influences, and remaining a 
foreign element which is more or 
less dangerous in the proportion 
that its ignorance is worked upon 
by the demagogue and the agitator. 

America is waking up to her fail- 
ures, but in her attempt to meet the 
Situation there is too much patron- 
age and condescension: there is too 
obvious an attempt to “educate” an@ 
to “Americanize* in much of the 
Americanization work being done. 

his is not as it shBuld be. The 
pirit of friendliness, the sympa- 
thy of human hearts, should char- 
acterize our intercourse with these 
strangers whom we need and who 
need us. And if this spirit of 
friendliness is in our hearts it can- 
not help but get out to them. What 
we feel in our hearts we give out 
unconsciously to others. and we 
must Search our own hearts and see 
that this spirit of friendliness lies 
therein before we can surcessfullv 
“solve” our so-called “immigration 
problem.” 


This is the spirit which has ani- 


mated the Daughters of the Ameri- 
can Revolution in all their varied 
work of many years for the assimi- 
lation of the foreigner. Our so0- 
ciety has been giving it out wher- 
ever a local chapter has interested 
itself in its foreign neighbors. It 
is the spirit which animated our an- 
eesters when thev Helned one an- 
hthér with the house “raisings” and 
“hugkine bees.” 

he time has come when the na- 
tional socletv as a whole must go 
forward ith some big. concrete 
work in ich we may all! unite to 
establish tter relations with these 
strangers within our rates, that the 
spirit of America may enter into 
their hearts.

“The biggest thing the women of, 
America have ever done,” is the 
way Miss Stella Akin, of Savannah, 
spoke of the National Federtaion of 
Business and Professiona] Women's 
clubs, when she addressed the fed- 
erated clubs of Atlanta Friday 
night, the occesfon a meeting of 
these clubs called to hear Miss Akin, 
president of the Georgia Fedgra- 
tion of Business and Professional 
Women on her way home from the 
national convention in St. Paui, 
Minnesota. j 

“The inspiration one gets from a 
week’s association with the splendi 
women composing the delegations 
from forty-five states—women who 
are outstanding in accomplishment 
in every business and profession 
women have yet entered—and that 


includes now nearly as many as men} 


follow—it is impossible to describe,” 
said Miss Akin. 

“And the best part of it is that 
they were all there r a purpose 
bigger than their own"advancement. 


There was @ conspicuous absence of 


the spirit so often evident in con-| 


ventions of men, as well as women, 
to put forward individual claims for 
personal recognition, exploitation, 
office. All, on the contrary, were 
bent on putting the federation, only 
one year old, on a strong basis of 
action, finance, personnel. 

“There were approximately four 
hundred delegates in attendance, 
this including Alternates, and there 
was an csverage attendance at 
the meeting of.six nundred people, 
although some of the segsions, on 
account of pressure 
were called at midnight. Two hun- 
dred and eighty-four clubs are af- 
filiated, with a combined member- 
ship of 25,541.

And Reports on Local Conditions 


Per Capita Milk Consumption 
In Atlanta Less Than Cup a Day 


Bacterial Count Over- 
emphasized, Says Stuart 
Todd, So That Some In- 
sanitary Dairies Are En- 
joying Same Patronage 
as Are Given More Care- 
ful Dairymen.

Todd, food sanitarian, who has just 
completed for this newspaper a san- 
itary survey of conditions in At- 
Janta affecting the milk and dairy 
industry. Mr. Todd is an expert in- 
vestigator of wide experience. His 
observations are based upon actual 
conditions in Atlanta and compari- 
sons upon intimate knowledge of 
conditions in 26 states and more 
than 100 cities, where he has prose- 
cuted his investigations with the 
Support, co-operation and indorse- 
ment of health officials and leading ' 
newspapers in every city.

Perhaps in no other commodity, 
certainly not one as vital to health, 
ig there such wide latitude for de- 
ception and false standards of qual- 
ity as in a city’s milk supply. Au- 
thorities may differ as to methods 
or principles involved, but.all agree 
that it should be clean: that it should 
be free from contaminating influ- 
ences. ‘For no other article of gen- 
eral consumption will absorb im- 
purities, foul odors or disease-car- 
rying germs as milk. 

Character in milk, therefore, is. as 
necessary as in mortals—and should 
be gauged by the same standards 
of moral attributes. Environment 
determines the character of milk 
more surely than any other feature. 
Like a child, if it is “brought up” 
amid insanitary and unclean sur- | 
roundings it will carry some 
those vicious elements with it out! 
into the world of commerce. Like |} 
the child whose early influences are 
wrong, it will be “bad” literally. 
Surround it with reasonable care in |

All milk -contains bacteria. As a 
public safeguard the bacteria con- 
tent Must be held within reasonable | 
bounds. But the mere presenée of 
1,000 or 100,000 bacteria to the cu- | 
bie centimeter is not in itself a true 
index to the character of the milk. 
Contamination of milk by which dis- | 
@€ase germs are transferred to the | 
human system, is most often caused | 
fom insanitary surroundings or di- 
Fect contact with “carriers,” gen- | 
erally at the source of its origin. | 
Unciean milking, with its attend- | 
ant droppings of dirt, manure, hair, | 
ete., from the cow; exposure. to’! 
polluted air, especially in its warm | 
state immediately after being drawn 
from the cow, which may be con- 
taminated from a nearby manure 
pile, horse stable, or other odorifer- | 
ous source: dirty hands during milk- 
ing. dust from the air or pails 
bottles which Rave not been steril- 
ized all increase the bacteria con- |} 
tent. Not all baéteria are harmful. 
but those which come from any one | 
of the above causes are dangerous | 
and are liable to carry disease | 
germs into the household. 


Separate Tests Necessary. 


So it follows that a “general” 
hacteriological analysis cannot 
properly be considered an adequate | 
safeguard to the character of milk. 
Only by making separate tests in! 
each instance is if possible to de- 
termine definitely the presence of | 
disease-carrying bacteria. This is 
impracticable .in any city and reli-

Sole reliance as to the charac- 
ter of milk, when based on a gen- 
eral becteriological analysis, 1S 
deceiving. A low bacteria count 
is often maintained on a dairy 
farm lacking in every essential 
to sanitation.

' ted. Because good milk—and there 


is no qualification to the word 
“good” used in this s€nse—is not 
an expensive article at 25 or 30 
cents when compared in food value 
to other commodities on the market. 
For example, note the following: 

One quart of milk equals in food 
value two pounds of salt codfish; 
three pounds of fresh codfish; one 
pint of oysters; two pounds of 
chicken: 3-4 pound of lean (round) 
beef: 4-5 pound of loin of pork; 3-5 
pound of ham; 1-6 pound of butter; 
1-3 pound of cheese; eight eggs; 1-3 
pound of wheat flour; two pounds 
of potatoes; four pounds of beets; 
four pounds of cabbage; five pounds 
of turnips; six pounds of spinach; 
seven pounds of lettuce, 

Possibly due to the price, there 
is consumed in Atlanta daily less 
than a teacupful of milk per capita. 
The total milk supply its 6,613 gal- 
lons. Of this amount, 3,488 gallons 
are delivered to Atlanta consumers 
in its raw state, and 3,125 gallons 
are pasteurized. These figures are 
more signifcant than they appear 
on their face, when it is considered 
that tthe pasteurizing plants em- 
ploying proper methods of pasteur- 
ization sell exclusively to the whole- 


| sale trade—restaurants, hotels, soda 


fountains, hospitals, ete. In other 
words. the retail consumer is’denied 
the priviiege of tne additional saie- 
ruard of a properly pasteurized 
product delivered to the residence. 
Some milk branded “pasteurized,” 
but which is not properly done or is 
reeking with visible sediment and 
high in bacteria, is sold through 
some grocery stores. But no pas- 
teurizing planc in the city has at- 
tempted to accomodate the retail 
trade,

assigned for this is 
that in the past pasteurization has 
been frowned upon to some extent 
by local health authorities. No en- 
couragement has been given those 
who installed proper equipment and 
introduced proven methodg to en- 
large their field.

Milk freshly drawn from a cow 
and delivered in its natural state, 
provided it is produced and handled 
in a Sanitary manner, is undoubted- 
ly a wholesome. product and. a 
healthful one. And those who -éell 
such milk should be protected in 
manner possible from §in- 
fringement of their rights either by 
the advocates of pasteurization or 


those whose product will not con- 
form to a reasonable standard of 
sanitary requirements. For the lat- 
ter class pasteurization is the sole 
method of protection for the con- 
sumer. If a system of grading At- 
lanta’s miik supply were adopted 
and the requirements for Grade A, 
both raw and pasteurized, were 
specified with more minuteness than 
under the existing ordinance, it is 
my opinion that the general condi- 
tions would very materially be 
helped. 
Temperatures Excellent. 

Temperature requirements are ex- 

ceHent and shipped milk arrives in 


Atlanta in far better shape than in 
the majority of cities. The required 
icing of all bottled milk also is a 
measure of importance. These fca- 
tures tend to hold down the bacte- 
ria count, but they do not tend to 
better the source of supply. More 
rigid sanitary requirements should 
be adopted and enforced. The ordi- 
nance in this respect is not suffi- 
ciently specific. If the government 
score card were followed with re- 
gard to sanitation and methods it 
would be of material benefit and 
add a safety measure not now ob- 
taining. 

It is going to be hard for Atlanta 
to procure proper sanitary meas- 
ures in her dairies so long as the 
bacteria count is allowed to be the 
sole guide to milk quality. I have 
talked to dairymen who are produc- 
ing milk in surroundings they admit 
to be bad. Yet their answer to a 
clean-up suggestion is: “Why? My 
count is lower than Blank’s and his 
barn is better and his methods 
what you term modern. All I’ve got 
to da@is to keep my bacteria down. 
If I do that I don’t see where the 
health department or my customers 
have any kick.” 

There is no answer under existing 
regulations. The dairymen have 
been quick to realize that the public 
in Atlanta has been educated to the 
bacteria count as its guide to milk 
quality. So the average dairyman 
scoffs at sanitation while bending 
his efforts to trick his customers bv 
holding down his bacteria count. It 
not only can be done, but is being 
done every dav in Atlanta. The 
man who conscientiously strives to 
protect his product in a Sanitarv 
wav by erecting modern barns and 
milk houses and installing adequate 
equipment has to compete with the 
man who cares nothing either for 
his product or the authorities so 
long as he can “get by” with his 
bacteria count. It is unfair and 
tends to discourage improvement. 

Ice cream is a product of milk 
which, too often, is looked upon as 
a confection, when, In reality, it is 
an important article of food. From 
the foregoing on milk, it mav read- 
ilv be seen that its quality is like- 
wise affected by the character of its 
supply. Pasteurization also raises

count because in the milk with 
low count there is less likelihood 
of pathogenic germs merely be- 
cause there are fewer bacteria. 
But milk with 1,000 count can con- 
tain as much harmful bacteria as 
that with 100,000. 

In measuring the character of a 
city’s supply BOTH the _ bactert- 
Ological analysis and the sanitary 
score of the producing premises to- 
gether with the methods emploved 
in its handling should be consoli- 
dated and the quality of the prod- 
uct gauged by striking an average 
of these three vital elements. Many 
cities have adopted this method and 
the results as shown in the vital 
statistics have proven its worth. 

In Atlanta too much importance 
is attached to the bacteria count 
and too little attention is paid to 
the sanitary score and methgds. In- 
consistant as it may seem. it has 
been dgqmonstrated beyond doubt 
that a dairyman who knows how 
may produce milk with a low bac- 
teria content on premises that are 
filthy and by methods that are vile 
Some milk sold in Atlanta today 
is consistently low in bacteria 
eount, but if their consumers were 
to see thé conditions under which 
the article they are getting is pro- 
dueed, either m&ny of those who 

‘rely upon their showing made in 
the city Jaboratories and. their 
cream line would procure better 
equipment and adopt different 
methods or they would go out of 
business for lack of patronage. Few 
persons would care to use milk 
from an unclean place and careless- 
ly handled, very often with a heavy 
cloud of sediment at the bottom of 
the bottle, even if it did carry a 
low bacteria count. And that is 
the situation in Atlanta, not in iso- 
lated instances, but rather the rule 
than the exception. 

During the war the bars were let 
down, to a considerable extent, with 
regard to sanitary conditions and 
methods in order to put the milk 
industry at@he peak of its produc- 
tion. It was considered necessary 
then, as also was price-fixing. Now 
Atlanta is suffering from these con- 
ditions. Milk that before the war 
was selling at a much cheaper 
price—and in character was not 
worth the price it was getting 
then—was raised to a par with that 
which, in character, was worth two | 
or three times as much. But, while | 
the price on this article.was raised, 
that of the better grade remained 
practically stationary. Only the man 
who had consistently fought sani- 
tation was the gainer.

Friday.... We have just covered in automo- 
biles a hundred miles of copper-sand, cactus 
and rattlesnakes. An Arizona driver’s idea of 
how to journey through this country is to get 
going at full speed and jump from one rocky 
tableland to another. There have been on actual 
casualties. This desert, however, is in bad need 
of repair. It has been blown into dunes and 
sharp pyramids, cast up into rugged mesas of 
sandstone, cut into canyons, wrinkled like an 
elephant’s skin by rain and sun, and in general 
made sport of by the elements until it resembles 
a golfer’s nightmare, consisting almost entirely 
of giant bunkers and endless sandpits.

The argument has been expounded 


that motion pictures are more potent 
as an educational factor than any 
other source of learning, because they 
combine pleasure and learning. The 
motion picture patron goes to a thea- 
ter for pleasure and enjoys the pic- 
and he is 
therefore impressed by whatever 
knowledge he may gain through the 
program, because it is coupled with 
enjoyment. This principle is illustrat- 
ed by the fact that anyone who 
studies -without a certain amount of 
pleasure in the revelations that are be- 
ing made to his mind through the 
printe@ page or the lecturer, never re- 
members well what he has studied. 
A Good Combination. 

Take, for instance, the school child 

who reads his history lessons with 


avidity or at least with a very small 
amount of reluctance, and finishing 


. that, opens up his geography book with 


a sigh and a feeling of hopelessness 
and struggles desperately ‘to glean 
the knowledge that to him seems dry, 
uninteresting printed words and facts. 
In which lesson will be the more pro- 


_ ficient the next day in his class room? 


Which lesson will he have absorbed? 
The answer is obvious, and the reason 
is that with a study of the one was 
coupled a certain amount, however 
small, of pleasure and _ willingness, 
while the other was a mere egrind,dry 
and. uninteresting to him. A success- 
ful doctor is successful and has learn- 
ed his business because he has found 
a certain amount of pleasure in that 
work of learning and practicing what 
he has learned. But hating law, could 
the doctor, by mere work and grind, 
become a successful lawyer? 

Thus, it wiH be seen how, through 
the medium of pleasure, the motion 
picture spectator absorbs al} the edu- 
cational value that might be contained 
in a picture. Often, he absorbs it un- 
cénsciously, but nevertheless, it re- 
mains in his mind, beinga vital part 
and parcel of the things which it has 
given him pleasure to witness. 

The question naturally arises: What 
is taught by motion picture? Geogra- 
phy, history, literature, art, human na- 
ture, are only a few of the subjects 
that are imparted to the minds of au- 
diences every day of the world in the 
ordinary film drama, not to mention 
the numerous educational subjects. 

Actual Literary Benefit._ 

The reading of books develops in 
one ‘who loves to read, a greater 
knowledge of the English language, of 
its idioms, proper phraseology sent- 
ence construction, vocabulary and 
grammatical structure. A process of 


_continued repetition goes on by which 


he becomes-#m. time thoroughly famili- 
ar with good English and its usage. 
But what about the man or woman 
who doesn’t enjoy reading, or the 
working man who doesn’t have time to 
read during the day and is too tired to 
read at night? He goes to a picture

ers. Who can say a person does not 
get real literary benefit from these 
gems which are well remembered by 
the spectator because of the enjoy- 
ment which he has gained in reading 
them? 

The student 6f geography and his- 
tory reads of the customs and-man- 
ners of the people of other countries, 
ancient and modern, of their beliefs, 
their religious creeds, their mythical 
lore, therr dress, methods of trans- 
portation, principal industries, their 
home life, their architecture, their 
traits of character, and numerous 
other facts. But the great masses of 
the people gain a rough smattering of 
knowledge of these things in their 
childhood, forming their own mental 
pictures and ideas from the reading of 
text books, al] of which is sooner or 
later either forgof@®&or becomes a 
jumbled mass in their minds. But 
since the-inception of motion pictures, 
it is not only the scHolar who knows 
and is acquainted with these facts. 
The ordinary working man or woman, 
even the children have unconsciously 
gained a broad working knowledge of 
a great many things which they would 
otherwise have known nothing about, 

Learned at Movies. 

Ask the average child what are the 
Bolsheviki, what kind of uniforms are 
worn by French, Italian or German 


soldiers; what sort of a looking man 
is Woodrow Wilson, Marshals Joffre 
and Foch, General Pershing or the 
kaiser; how do peaople dress in Mexi- 
co, in South Africa, Iceland or on an 
Arizona cattle ranch; what kind of a 
place is the native quarter of Shang- 
hai, China; how do they serve tea in 
Japan and an endless variety of simi- 
lar and varied questions, 
answer correctly nine out of ten ques- 
tions. Why? Because he has been 
studying his lessons well at school? 
Perhaps he has, but it is a pretty safe 
bet that he has béen attending the 
neighborhood motion picture theater 
pretty regularly. 

One who has not spent some time 
within a large motion picture praduc- 
ing plant will not readily realize the 
vast educational source which motion 
pictures, as an industry, have opened 
up to the people of the world.

Each player 
in the story studies his partand makes 
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himself as nearly like thecharacter as 
possible. The research department 
looks up the doubtful problems in cos- 
tuming, set construction and furnish- 


. Jig, customs of the characters, etc. 


The director directs tke picture and 
oversees everything, and the camera- 
man attends to the photography and 
directs the  lightings. The best 
draughtsman and architects obtaina- 
ble, draw up the plans of the,sets. 
Trained millmen turn out the lumber 
and experienced carpenters construct 
the sets. Drapers of established abile 
ity, hang the drapes and add their ef- 
fective touches. Painters, paperhange 
ers and interior decorators do their 
duty. Scenic artists paint backings 
and add other decorations. Plumbers, 
masons and man? other artisans do 
their parts. Landscape artists put in 
lawns and flowers. When foreigners 
are used, interpreters and native ex- 
perts are employed to assure as cor- 
rect atmosphere and detail. Noted 
sculptors are sometimes engaged to 
carve out any statuary that is re- 
quired. Skilled electricians band ev- 
ery effort to obtain beautiful and ef- 
fective lightings. Expert designers 
model costly new and original gowns 
for the feminine players. Camouflage 
artists develop effects denoting the 
period whether it be ancient or mod- 
ern. Trained musicians provide music 
suitable to the nature of the scene, 
thus enabling the players to get the ut- 
most out of their work. 


Exverts Work Continually. 
After the actual filming is finished, 
title experts spend weeks titling the 
picture, skilled artists create effective 
backgrounds for the titles, the film is 
tinted and colored by special artists, 


laboratory experts work night and day 
to get the best possible results in 
printing. 

These are not all. To mention every 
step in the production of a picture, 
from the time of the beginning of the 
story to its final release, would fill 
several pages. 

A good illustration which definitely 
proves the value of motion pictures as 
a disseminator of knowledge, was re- 
cently provided by the remark of a 
speetator during a preview of “Crook- 
ed Streets,” Ethel Clayton’s latest 
starring vehicle. Most of the scenes 
in that picture are supposedly laid in 
Shanghai, China, and a scene flashed 
on the screen showing a view of one 
of the main gates of the great Chinese 
wall. Before the appearance of the 
title establishing the fact that this was 
the gate in question, one of the spec- 
tators remarked: “Why that’s one of 
the gates of the Great Wall. I have 
seen it before in motion pictures!” 

The number of people so well ac- 
quainted with this historic spot would 
be very small had it not been for m 
tion pictures. This is only one 
ple out of thousands. 

A Factor in Education, 

Thus, it can not be denied that mo- 
tion pictures are a powerful and po- 
tent factor in education and that since 


their beginning, the world ig much 
the wiser, and as time goes on will be 
much more the wiser. In this discus- 
sion, which has been more or less on 
the technical side of the question, no 
account has been taken of the power- 
ful agency of moral education repre- 
sented through the medium of “better 
pictures.”

ARTHBOUND’ READY 
AFTER YEAR'S WORK 


Three Hundred and Sixty- 
Five Days Consumed Mak- 
ing Screen Spectacle.

Just where Job would fit in with 
Our modern rushing, unthinking 
civilization is certainly not clear, 
but that his quality of patience 
might suit him for at least one vo- 
cation ts manifest. It is announc- 
ed that the new Goldwyn Eminent 
Authors’ picture, “Earthbound,” 
from the pen of Basil King, took 
just one year to make. Approxi- 
mately three hundred and sixty-five 
days were consumed in the produc- 
tion of a spectacle which will fur- 
nish an evening’s thoughful enter- 
tainment. Obviously, at this rate, 
Job today would be a motion pic- 
ture ‘director. 

“Earthbound” has been hailed in 
many quarterS aS a screen master- 
piece, which perhaps explains the 
length of time taken on the produc- 
tion of the picture. The average 
photoplay takes anywhere from 
four to eight weeks to make—that 
is, after the scenario has been pre- 
pared and the sets planned. But 
the making of masterpieces has al- 
Ways seemed to bear out the old 
Greek notion that time is a quality 
rather than an abstraction. Gray 
is said to have taken seven years in 
completing his “Elegy in a Count- 
try Church Yard,’ but then, work 
was done more leisurely in the 
eighteenth century than in this, our 
OWRh, age. 

Goethe worked all his life over 
“Faust,” and’ Edwin Markham ad- 
mits that he worked ten—or js it 
twenty—years with his “Man With 
the. Hoe,” before he was satisfied 
with the result. All of which goes 


to show that there is some prece- | 


dent for a screen masterpiece tak- 
ing a long period for its construc. 
tion. “Earthbound” deals in part 
with psychic problems, and also 
with vital human relationships, and 
the exposition of these, along grand 
proportions, is no simple thing. 

The public rarely Takes into con- 
sideration the immense work in- 
volved in the production of a super- 
feature—or even, of an ordinary 
feature. We are content to sit back 
in our chairs and take our few 
hours of enjoyment without real- 
izing that for every minute that 
passes pleasantly, somewhere, 
somehow, some time, men and wom- 
en tojled and toiled and did the 
scene over again and again. 

With Edfrid A. Bingham, Mr. 
King worked for months over the 
“contmuity” (scenario) of the sto- 
ry which Mr. King had wriftten— 
an unusual story and one which 
projected certain themes on the 
scheen nevér seen there before. 
“Earthbound” is a definite attempt 
to use the films as a medium for 
ideas, for the expression of a cer- 
tain ideal, without for a moment 
sacrificing entertainment values. It 
was the aim of the author, of Mr. 
Hunter, the director, and of the 
cast, to express this ideal througha 
story which was valuable in itself, 
as a dramatic foree, so that the 
rendering of a philosophy should be 
done not by violence, but directly 
through the story itself. 

Nothing more significant of the 
changing values of the screen has 
come before the American public 
than a picture based on such” a 
promise. One of the largest mo- 
tion-picture companies in the coun- 
try has expended many th@usands 
of dollars on a photoplay which 
attempts to deal with life as it is, 
and with the hereafter as it may be.

I leave the 
studio at night pretty well fagged 
out but after dinner and an hour’s 
sleep, I.am able to go to,the the- 
ater with real zest and take up my 
work there with energy; and what 
is more, feel rested by it. 
my stage work has become a _ Dit 
easier. I am so thoroughly familiar 
with my part after the long run 
of ‘The Gold Diggers’ that I can 
cast off the acute sense of respon- 
sibility and be ‘carried along as 
though borne by a strong current. 

‘In,the studio it Is different. Here 
my work brings constantly new 
problems to face and new ovXstacles 
to overcome, so that it never ceases 
to be a task calling for the expen- 
diture of mental and physical en- 
ergy. But the Knowledge that the 
difficulties are faced and then dis- 
posed of is always stimulating to 
all of us who are trying, with the 
aid of Director General Maxwel! 
Karger, to make ‘Polly With a 
Past’ even better on the screen than 
it was on the stage. 

“To fulfill my dual program, I 
have found, has made it necessary 
for me to observe the most careful 
attention to the simple laws of 
health. And so. always directly my 
evening’s performance is over I 
hasten to myx home. where T make 
it an invariable rule to retire not 
later than 12:30. TI sleep eight 
hours, arising at 8:30. Then after 
breakfast I go to the Metro studios 
and commence, on my day's work 
before the camera under the per- 
sonal supervision of Mr. Karger.

In the former I used five 
thousand people. In the latter is 
required a bare dozen with the ex- 
ception of one episode which did not 
cantribute materially to the punch 
o@the story.

country. 

Yet those two pictures, different 
as they were in almost every way, 
are listed among the biegest screen 
sucéesses in the history of the 
screen drama. 

Thought ar Story. _ 

To the public, it matters little 
whether the subject be farcical or 
tragic as lon gas there is thought 
behind the drama of the story. 

th this maxim in mind, I am 
planning my future productions so 
as to offer the greatest possible va- 
riety of the highest quality. I ex- 
pect to do three productions a year. 
ese three will be equally divided 
into tragedy or at least serious 
drama, satire or satirical comedy, 
and a dramatic spectacle. By alter- 
nating between: these three genera! 
I shall reach, I believe, all

But the 
public as a Whole pays homage to 
the genius.of the painter without 
thought of the classification of his 
subject. 

So it is that you will frequently 
hear individuals say that they pre- 
fer to see screen comedies to screen 
tragedies, or vice versa. But the 
real index of a screen drama's popu- 
larity is the box office of the world. 
And this never-failing indicator 
shows that the public as a whole 
goes to see a picture because the 
picture itself is worth seeing, and 
not because it will make the spec- 
tators laugh or ery.

Public Is Discriminating. 

Contrary to a certain belief, the 
public jis discriminating. It selects 
the good and condemns the bad. The 
public has come to recognize names 
and trade neme po a degree seldom 
appreciated by the average layman. 
Stars’ names have always been of 
Value, but today the public asks 
more than the mere name of a star. 
The public wants to know who 
wrote the story: who directed it: 
who photographed it. 

The public has learned from long 
experience that certain men and wo- 
men in the world of the silent 
drama are giving their utmost to 
make pictures of the highest merit. 
The world knows that ¢ertain names 
Stands for worth-while pictures and 
they patronize the pictures produced 
by thdt man or firm. 

But this support is hard won and 
easily lost. Lt the producer give 
to the screen a Picture or two. of 
indifferent quality and his follow- 
ing—the value of his name as an in- 
dicator of qualitv—is lost. So it is 
with the star. It is an axiom of the 
screen that three bad pictures in 
succession wil) ruin any star. It is 
a@m axiom based on actual fact. And 
it is as true in the case of the pro- 
ducer or director as it is In the case 
of the. star. mt 

So there is no rule whereby the 
budding screen writer can work. If 
he or sh ehas ideas it doesn’t mat- 
ter whether those ideas take shane 
in the comedy or tragedy. It’s the 
idea that counts.

CULTURE TO CHINA 


Tokio, August 14.—Former Pre- 
mier Paul Painleve, of France,. who 
stopped here on his way from 
America to China, was quoted as 
saying as he disembarked at Tokio: 

“The peace of the world has 
nothing to gain from an Amerizan- 
ized or an Anglicized China. With- 
out in any way meaning to offend 
our frineds’or allies, we feel that 
to the French belongs the mora! 
Obligation to encourage and de- 
velop the inté@llectual, scientific and 
technical relations which exist al 
ready between China and France 

“France must not fail, at “this 
time, while China, seeking to mod- 
ernize herself, is calling for intel- 
lectual guides and technical coun- 
sellorfs, to answer that call.«Any- 
thing that fails to present French 
culture to China leaves the way 
open for German  kultur, to our 
hurt.” 

M. Painleve said his mission to 
China, which is his destination, had 
nothing to do with finance, but was 
purely educational, scientific and 
technical, with the idea of laying 
a foundation for a more thorough 
knowledge of the Far East. Above 
all it was his aim to guide toward 
France the Chinese who are seeking 
a higher education.

Difference in Nation’s 


Wealth, Declares Dis- 


trict Vocational Train- 


ing Officer. : 


New York, August 14.—The les- 
eens learned by the United States 
in its work of rehabilitation of sol- 
dier and sailor veterans of the war, 
if applied to the problems of the 
irdustrial cripple would mean not 
only the return to independence of 
these injured workers. but an ac- 
tual increase in the wealth of the 
nation of $2%500,000,000 a year, ac- 
cording to Ralph T. Fisher, district 
vocational officer of the Federal] 
Board for Vocational Education in 
the New York district in an ad- 
dress here today before the New 
York Rotary cluh. 

“In point of dollars,” sa.d Mr. 
Fisher, “retreining t.e industrially 
crippled men means an increased 
pro uctive value to the nation of 
amounts heretofore little under- 
stood. I believe we are easily 
within conservative estimates in 


say:ng that any seriously disabled 
man who can be vocationally re- 
habilitated will have his earning 
capacity increased by a total of at 
least $12,500 for the remaining pe- 
riod of his life and that his increas- 
ed productive value to the nation 
wil’ easily reach $50,000. 

“The Federal Board for Vocation- 
al Education is just now gathering 
data on the subject, but if, for im- 
inediate estimates, we assume that 
not more than one-fifth of the per- 
manently disabled require retrain- 
ing, we would have 50.000 men a 
year to be trained. It is a simple 
computation to see that 
if each retrained man returns $50,- 
000 in the remainder of his life the 
increment accruing to the wealth 
of the nation would amount to two 
and one-half billion dollars. This 
enormous figure, it must be remem- 
bered, is the estimated result of 
training those persons crippled in 
industry in one year.” 

Five Times More. 

Mr. Fisher said it was estimated 
by the board that four or five times 
aS many persons are disabled in in- 
dustry in one year aS were disa- 
bled in the American Expeditionary 
Forees during the period of the 
war. He said that at least 250.000 
persons are permanently disabled in 
the United States each year 
through industrial accidents. 

The problem, said Mr. Fisher, 

rill always be largely a State prob- 


said, “‘which is 
responsible for the most industrial 
cripples is likewiSe reaping corre- 
sponding profits from the industries 
in that state which are responsible 
for those cripples. Consequently, 
the funds for industrial rehabilita- 
tion should come _ chiefly from 
sources of state taxation, assuming 
that the state will, in turn, derive 
taxes for that purpose from the 
profits of those industries which 
accidents.” 
. Mr. Fisher praised the act of con- 
gress in passing almost without 
reduction the ninety million 
appropriation for the rehabilita- 
tion of war veterans. This ac- 
tion, he said, made it possible to 
prove beyond a doubt the feasibili- 
ty of rehabilitation of cripples. 
To Be Congratulnated. 

“New York state is to be con- 
gratulated,” Mr. Fisher asserted. 
“on having recently passed a law 
calculated to accept the provisions 
of the federal act recently approv- 
ed, which does not provide for the 
support of the industrially disabled 
who are undergoing vocational! 
training but purposes to standard- 
ize, supervise and encourage indus- 
trial rehebilitation jn the various 
states. The New York law desig- 
nates a state advisory committee 
for the rehabilitation of handicap- 
ped persons which = will co-operate 
with the other state agencies con- 
cerned. For immediate 
ment congress has appropriated $3,- 
750.000 to be allotted to the states, 
covering a period of the next four 
years, on condition that the states 
meet this appropriation dollar for 
dollar.

LL FRAMED?

BEAUTIFUL heuse needs beau- 

tiful grounds to make it truly 

beautiful, does it not? Other- 

wise, the wrong setting may 
spoil the pfeasant picture of an at- 
tractive structure. 

A print may be very charming, but 
unless it hag a frame it lacks some- 
thing. 

So it is with a pair of eyes. They 
need a good setting, just the right sort 
of frame, as it were, in order to be

Handy Woman About the House | 


BEING A FRENCH LAUNDRESS AT HOME 


HAT girl realizes 
that she carn 
equal at home 
the exquisite 
work done in the 
French laundries? 
That, however, is 
the fact. To do 
fine laundry work 
at home it is nec- 
essary only to 
have the proper 
implements and 
to remember a 
few important 
things. First of 
all come the 
irons. There 
should be three 

the ordinary broad flatiron for 
large surfaceg;* the slender, double- 
pointed iron for sleeves and narrow 
places, and a tiny iron for small de- 
tail work, especially on babies’ clothes. 


As for boards, it is well to have sev- 
eral: a narrow one for skirts, a sleeve- 
board, a little oval affair held up in 
the air by two supports so that the 
article can hang free; a bosom-board, 
small and oblong, for shirt bosoms; 
and either a small rolling pin or a piece 
of broomstick, padded and covered, to 
slip into tight, closed places. Then 
there should be a board of moderate 
size, heavily padded, for ironing em- 
broidered pieces, or the padding may be 
kept ready to slip on one of the other 
boards, 

Amateur laundresses uSually find that 
their irons ‘“‘stick.’’ This can be avoid- 
ed by rubbing the hot iron on a sheet 
of fine sandpaper and then polishing 
on muslin or newspaper. If the iron 
is beeswaxed after this it cannot stick. 


Sprinkling by hand is often unsatis- 
factory, one portion of the garment tre- 
ceiving an undue amount of moisture 
and another remaining almost dry. The 
best way is to use a tiny watering pot 
with a fine spray. This moistens the 
clothes evenly and thoroly, and renders 
the process of ironing easier. An ex- 
perienced laundress always irons things 
as damp as possible, and if the gar- 
ment becomes dry while she ts ironing, 
it is invariably moistened with qa wet 
cloth. Good work is possible only when 
the irons are hot—really hot—just this 
side of the scorching point. Never wet 
the iron while hot as it spoils the tem- 


per. 

The first thing to do in taking up a 
wet garment is to shake it out with a 
snap. This takes away some of the 
wrinkles. It should then be pulled 


, kinfls: 


* 
into shape with the hands, the tucks 
laid the right way and the hem stretch- 
ed. smooth. In the case of lace or em- 
broidery, each sepdrate medallion or 
scallop should be gently pulled imte 
Shape. These should then be iwoned 
by running the point of the ireg late 
each scallop. Never iron such patterns 
lengthwise. 

The greatest care must be exercised 
in ironing table laces and embroideries. 
The process is simple, but it te one re- 
quiring close attention, These laces 
and embroideries should never be stareh- 
ed;* they will be stiff enough if ironed 
While rather wet. Before being ‘ironed 
they should be carefully pulled out and 
Straightened, so that each bit of lace or 
embroidery will be perfectly smooth. 
After this the pieces must be Placed on 
the heavily padded board, face down, 
and covered with a cloth. They are 
then pressed with a hot iron. At the 
last moment, when they are nearly dry, 
they may be pressed without the cloth, 
but always on the wrong side. Some- 
times pressing on several folds of turk- 
ish toweling is effectual in bringing 
out the raised effect of the embroidery. 

To iron pieces embroidered’ in colored 
silks, wash them in pure soapsuds and 
rinse in several waters. Do not wring 
them out, but lay them between two 
cloths until nearly dry, then iron in the 
same manner, laying them on turkish 
toweling or a heavy padded board. 

Real lace is cleaned by being put into 
a clean glass jar which contains warm 
water with a pinch of borax and a 
piece of castile soAp. It is best to havea 
fruit jar, so that the top may be screw- 
ed on and the contents vigorously shak- 
en until the !ace is clean. Aftera thoro 
rinsing in the same way, the lace should 
be pulled out straight and Smooth, and 
then wrapped round a large glass bot- 
tle or jar, where it is left to dry. Never 
attempt to starch or blue lace if you 
wish it to retain the exquisite filmy 
look which is its chief charm. 

If it is a question of raw-starching 
stiff cuffs or shirt bosoms, add a little 
borax to the starch and rub it in well. 
Iron under a cloth first, until nearly 
dry, and then put on the polish with 
the iron directly on the material. Put 
a tiny piece of wax candle or a lump 
of paraffin into boiled starch and starch 
from the wrong side, so that if there 
are any lumps they will not beso like- 
ly to meet the surface of the trod di- 
rectly. 

If these directions are followed, the 
results will be a surprise even when 
compared with the work of an expert 
professional laundress. 


Hints to Help About the House

This can be 
avoided by drawing the clothesline in 
one sleeve and out the other. Button 
‘t up the front to prevent sagging.

Grove Park Inn, August 14.— 
(Special.)—he United States train- 
ing corps women, in camp at 
Ashéville, lo its bugler the other 
day. He was a mere man, the only 
male, besides the army officer who 
is drill master and the small boy 
who is drummer allowed to take 
part in the very interesting pro- 
gram, which is intended, and seems 
in @ fair way ‘to do, for the health 
and spirit of the women of the 
corps what the war-time training 
camps for men did for American 
youth in 1917-18. 

The reason the bugler left was 
this: he had beem instructed by the 
commander, Susan Cocroft, that 
glowing and vivid example of. what 
life at its fullest living means ina 
woman’s appearamce, as well as her 
feelings and her worth, that he 
was to blow his bugle at the end 
of an hour in’ order to warn her 
that her lecture time was over. 

The bugler obeyed. He blew his 
horn at the appointed minute. But 
the commander wemnt on talking. He 
blew again, more lustily, and the 
commander only talked on faster to 
finish what she had to gay.

When the 
bugler was reprimanded afterwards 
for ovevying orders, according to his 
view of the case, he threw up his 
hands at the inconsistency of wom- 
ankind and handed in his resigna- 
tion.

Opened Here 
‘to Improve 

‘ Phone Service

“That normal school the telephone 
company opened this summer is a big 
thing, and not many people have 
heard of it. Why don’t‘ you tell me 
to write a story about it?’ I asked 
the managing editor one dzy when 
routine writing palled. “It\ is train- 
ing chief operators and instructors 
for nine southern state: right here 
in Atlanta.” 

The managing editor fairly snorted. 

“Chief operators and instructors,” 
he exclaimed. “Everyday operators 
that will answer ry calls right here 
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in Atlanta is what I am interested in. | g % 


“If you can get the telephone com- 
pany t» give you a story that will 
tell the public they are doing some- 
thing to better the local service, go 
to it with your story, and I can prom- 
ise you it will not only be published, 
but read.” 

Something immediately told me 
that at some time in the recent past 
the managing editor must have ex- 
perienced some difficulty with his 
particular “central,” so I answered 
sweetly: 

“I understand that is exactly what 
the normal school is for, in its last 
analysis. And, anyway, ours is not a 
merely* local paper, you know. It 
goes into all those nine states repre- 
sented in the telephone fhormal.” 

“Phone your photographer and get 
your story. But you know what } 
want. Be sure you make it ‘human.’” 

A Telephone Tour. 

And so ‘the next day, by appoint- 
ment with Miss Laura Smith, assist- 
ant to the personnel director of the 
Southern’ Bell Telephone company 
and director of the normal _ schoo! 
which graduated its first class on 
July 30, I went with a photographer 
to the central building, where the “be- 
ginners” class was at work with 
dummy switchboard and blackboard 
under a teacher formerly of the pub- 
lic school system. 

Later we went to the’ Hemlock ex- 
change, where “the experienced” 
class, with the “beginners” gathered 
for their tri weekly assembly to hear 
a lecture by an official of the com- 
pany. Before this iecture there was 
some actual switchboard practice 
with real commercial calls at the toll 
board. 
Listening In. 

The beginners’ class, when we ar- 
rived at their classroom in the Cen- 
tral building, was in a state of sub. 
dued excitement. It Was not due to 
the arrival of the photographer, which 
was unexpected,. but to the promise 
of practice on the real toll switch- 
board—a first trial. 

The beginners’ class, be it under- 
stood, is made tp largely of teach- 
ers from public schools, who, when 
their contracts for the past year were 
ended, went over to the telephone 
company to learn the science of tele- 
phone switchboard instriction. -Also 
included are supervisors who have 
shown a special aptitude for teach. 
ing and are given this opportunity to 
develop into instructors. 

The class "was placed at a board 
where the traffic is comparatively 
light, and the writer was. allowed to 
pit on a “head set” and to “listen 
ge al 

There was a tenseness in the at- 
titude of each student operator which 
was almost amusing to the looker- 
on, and it is safe to assume that 
whatever calls c1 in and went out 
through thosé wires were handled 
with a precision and a care, on ac- 
count of the new feeling of respon- 
sibility in each figure at the switch- 
board, which the most conscientious 
expert, easy-going through .ong prac- 
tice, could scarcely give. 

Thrill of Secret Code. 

“Isn't it difficult to master the pass- 
ing of toll calls and the system of 
symbols,” I asked one of the gtudents. 

“Difficult, but oh, how interesting,” 
she answered. 

“It is all just like a fascinating 
game.” 

Now to be perfectly frank, I ad- 
mit that I expect that last quotation 
to be’ questioned by the _ skeptical 
among my readers, whose only ac- 
quaintance with the telephone compa- 
ny’s workings is their experience of

Exceptional young women alréady 
in the service have been picked out as 
likely candidates for intensive train- 
ing and further deveiopment, and 
those brought in from the outside 
have been chosen for similar qualities 
of character, health, specia: aptitude 
(under which would come love of 
teaching, executive ability, social 
viewpoint, adaptability); general intel- 
ligence (embodying also alertness and 
resourcefulness): personality (with 
tact and sympathy as a definition). 

The spirit of these first twenty stu- 
dents and of the classes which fol- 
low them, ts eMfected to he infused 
into the exchanges they are returned 
to>and this spirit, with specialized and 
standardized training’ it is intended 
should metamorphose conditions un- 
der which the telephone service, like 
all other industry, has stryggled for 
several years. |

But they are bent on improving their 
product—service—and very quietly 
they are using the most modern, the 
most scientific methods to. do so. 

The direct value of their normal 
school is based on the soundest peda» 
gogic and industrial principles. 

The Passing of “Welfare.” 

The school is a well thought out, 
scientifically devised system for the 
good of employer and employee, tak- 
ing the place of the impulsive and 
shallow systems of so-calted “welfare” 
work which industry first stumbled on 
in its groping for the human touch, 
Welfare it was soon obliged to junk, 
on account of its topheavy character, 
imposed as it was with no foundation 
of human understanding—frequently 
generous in its inspiration, but almost 
as frequently misunderstood notwith- 
standing, and getting a perfectly good 
word into a perpetual disrepute. 

Who the Students Are. 

The telephone normal is composed 
of two classes, one made up of young 
women already in the employ of the 
company who are being trained in 
administrative methods, and the oth- 
er of recruits from outside the or 
ganization who must first acquire 
telephone technique before they can 
themselves become instructors or ex- 
ecutives. 

Hitherto the instruction of prom- 
ising material for sipervisors, instruc: 
tors and chief operators has been 
taken to the students. 

The general manager of each divi- 
sion within the company handled the 
matter of securing and training his 
own force. 

“ The central school was conceived 
as a more efficient, a more economi- 
cal scheme, which would standardize 
company methods, in the character 
of its service to the public as well 
as the maintenance of a standard 
personnel, interchangeable, if neces- 
sary, and with a definite goal of tech- 
nical excellence. 

Home Town Service. 

And, after all, while it is mighty 
interesting to read in the papers that 
people in New York are now talking 
by telephone to ships half way across 
the Atlantic, the average American is 
liable to prick up his ears with great- 
er alacrity at any suggestion of bet- 
tering his home town service. 

Thus, the normal school is three 
fold in the direction of the results 
the company expects of It. 

First, it is designed in such a way 
as to attract a high class of women 
to profit by it, thus opening to the 
woman in industry, with epecial ref- 
erence. to the woman already employ: 
ed with the telephone company, a 
broad field of opportunity;. another 
ladder, in fact, where there is plenty 
of room at the top. 

Second, it proposes to standardize 
switchboard operations, with special 
emphasis on long distance work, this 
being of special value to the com- 
pany in the quality of service it can 
offer. 

Finally, it alms at a greatly im- 
proved service to the public through 
the first two means—the better qual- 
ity-of the personnel actually in con- 
tact with the public in handling traf- 
fic; and the facilitating of prompter, 
more accurate serving of the public, 
through this higher personnel, train- 
ed to precision, speed, reliability. 

Employment Department. 

An employment department keeps 
in touch with the needs ip the field 
and co-operates with the. Various divi- 
sions in the selection of personnel to 
be trainéd, with a view, primarily, 
of developing promising material al- 
ready in the employ of the company, 
and a surplus for vacancies. 

The students are paid during the 
three months of their schooling a sal- 
ary which has been calculated to cov- 
er their living expenses during that 
time. Those whose homes are in oth- 
er cities than Atlanta are quartered 
at “Oakhurst,” the telephone com- 
pany’s home for \operaters, which is 
already known to Atlantans for its 
comfort, attractiveness and protec- 
tion. 

The young woman who is looking 
for the opportunities of advancement 
that depend purely on intelligence, 
training, application, and an enthu- 
siasm for her work is therefore emi- 
nently concerned in this new entere 
prise of the telephone company. 

While the public, when it under- 
stands the plan, and has given it a 
little time to work out, is certainly, 
to express the matter very plainly, 
going to fall for it.
